LSU FOOTBALL TRIBUTES 


Marquise Hill 
1982-2007 


LSU Football suffered a tragic loss on 
Memorial Day weekend when former Tiger 
defensive end Marauise Hill died in a watercraft 
accident on Lake Ponchartrain in New Orleans. 

Hill, a member of the NFL’s New England 
Patriots for the past three seasons, was a three- 
year (2001-03) letterman at LSU, and he was 
instrumental in the Tigers’ rise to prominence 
that culminated with the BCS national 
championship in 2003. An explosive player with 
a tremendous wingspan, Hill had five sacks in 
the final seven games of the '03 season, 
including one in the national championship game 
victory over Oklahoma. 

Hill was the Patriots’ second-round draft 
choice in 2004, and he had developed into one 
of the most promising players in the 
organization. During the off-seasons, Hill came 
back to his hometown of New Orleans, where he 
helped his family members rebuild their homes 
after the devastation caused by Hurricane 
Katrina. He also worked out frequently at LSU’s 
football complex, where he was greatly 
respected and admired by the current Tiger 
players. 

Marquise Hill was 24 years old. 


Mike V 


The reign of Mike V will be 
remembered as one of the most 
glorious periods in the history of LSU 
athletics. He served as the official 
mascot of LSU Athletics from 1990 
until his death on May 18, 2007. The 
royal Bengal tiger was born on Oct. 18, 
1989, and first moved into his home 
across from Tiger Stadium on April 30, 
1990. 

Mike V attended his first LSU 
event on February 21, 1990, when he 
was introduced to a roaring crowd at 
the Pete Maravich Assembly Center for 
amen’s basketball game. The Tigers 
beat Alabama that day, 75-69, in 
Shaquille O’Neal’s freshman year. 

Mike V was a noble mascot who 
was loved by Tiger fans young and old, 
and he represented all that is proud 
and dignified about LSU. During his 
tenure, Mike V reigned over a football 
national championship, five baseball national championships and a remarkable 23 
track and field championships. He saw LSU sports teams win 37 Southeastern 
Conference titles from 1990 to 2007.

The new press 
box at Tiger Stadium 
was named in honor of 
former LSU sports 
information director 
Paul Manasseh in 
November of 2006. 

Family, friends, 
associates and many 
of his former student 


workers attended the 
dedication prior to the LSU-Alabama game reflecting on the career and many 
memories of the long-time sports information director. 

LSU’s SID from 1971 to 1983, Mr. Manasseh was a pacesetter in the field of 
sports media relations, and was considered a master of promoting athletes for all-star 
honors. With his numerous media contacts among print and broadcast outlets he 
helped build LSU’s stature as one of the country’s elite college football programs. A 
1978 inductee into the College Sports Information Directors of America Hall of Fame, 
Mr. Manasseh was also known for tutoring numerous students who went on to 
successful careers in sports journalism, media relations and athletic administration. 

The first public relations director for the Denver Broncos of the AFL and a 
veteran of the U.S. Army, Mr. Manasseh had a dramatic impact on sports in the state 
of Louisiana, serving in various capacities with LSU, Louisiana Tech, the Sugar Bowl 
and the Independence Bowl, as well as several state newspapers, radio stations and 
professional sports teams. Manasseh died in 2000 at the age of 80.

To Lead Tigers In 2007 


With 15 returning starters, including college football's preseason defensive player of the year in defensive tackle 
Glenn Dorsey, and a roster that includes 24 seniors, LSU brings a great deal of momentum into the 2007 
campaign. A year ago, the Tigers closed their season by reeling off seven-straight victories, capped with a 41-14 
dismantling of Tith-ranked Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl, to put an exclamation point on one of the best two-year 
stretches of football in school history. Gone from last year’s roster are four players who were selected in the first 
round of the 2007 NFL Draft, including No. 1 overall pick in quarterback JaMarcus Russell, the sixth pick in safety 
LaRon Landry and one of the most prolific receivers in LSU history in Dwayne Bowe. Now, after waiting their turn, 
players like quarterback Matt Flynn, wide receiver Early Doucet and safety Craig Steltz, are ready to emerge 


as the leaders for the 2007 Tigers. 


Three Members of LSU Coaching Staff 

Have Wins As Division | Head Coaches 

LSU is one of the few schools in the country that can lay 
claim to having three coaches on its staff who have 
picked up wins as a head coach at the Division | level. 
Head coach Les Miles has combined to win 50 games 
at LSU and Oklahoma State, offensive coordinator 
Gary Crowton has a combined 47 victories after stints 
at Louisiana Tech and BYU and defensive coordinator 
Bo Pelini won his only game as the interim head coach 
at Nebraska during the 2003 season.

Billy Cannon’s 89-yard punt return for a touchdown 
against third-ranked Ole Miss is not only one of the most 
memorable plays in LSU football history, but it also 
ranks among the most memorable in college football.

Heisman Trophy winner, fielded the punt at the Tiger T1- 
yard line and began his run into immortality.

LSU, the No. 2 team in the Bowl Championship Series rankings, beat No. 1 BCS 
ranked Oklahoma to win the 2003 National Championship, the Tigers’ first since 
the 1958 season, in the Nokia Sugar Bowl. Freshman RB Justin Vincent, named 
the game’s MVP after totaling 117 yards, scampered 64 yards on the first play of 
the game to set the tone as LSU never trailed, winning 21-14. The LSU defense, 
ranked No. 1 in the nation, stifled the Sooner’s top-ranked offense, holding 
Oklahoma to 154 yards and sacking Heisman winning QB Jason White five times.

Tiger Stadium - Oct. 8, 1988 


QB Tommy Hodson connected with TB Eddie Fuller in 
the back of the endzone for the touchdown that 
vaulted LSU to a 7-6 victory over Auburn on Oct. 8, 
1988, to help lead the LSU Tigers to their seventh SEC 
crown. The moment will forever be known as the 
“Night the Tigers Moved the Earth.” The play caused 
such a thunderous explosion from the 79,341 fans in 
Tiger Stadium, the LSU Geology Department 
registered vibrations on a seismograph machine at the 
exact moment the touchdown was scored. 


No. 1 Falls! 
Tiger Stadium - Oct. 11, 1997 


Oct. 11, 1997, marked the first time LSU defeated the No. 
1 ranked team in the nation when the Tigers upended 
top-ranked Florida, 28-21, in Tiger Stadium. LSU 
jumped out to an early lead, but the Gators would score 
a touchdown with 6:44 remaining in the fourth quarter 
to cut the lead to single digits. LSU's defense sealed the 
victory when Raion Hill intercepted a Florida pass with 
less than three minutes to play and the Tigers ran out 
the clock to set off one of the greatest celebrations in 
Tiger Stadium history.

Trailing 30-27 to Kentucky with 11 seconds to play in the game, LSU mounted a two-play 87- 
yard drive that will forever be known as, “

Silence the Echoes 
Louisiana Superdome - Jan. 4, 2007 


JaMarcus Russell threw for 332 yards and a pair of 
touchdowns and the Tiger defense shut down Notre 
Dame's potent offensive attack in a 41-14 win in the 
2007 Allstate Sugar Bowl. The Tigers jumped out to a 
14-0 advantage. The Irish then knotted up the contest 
at 14-14 late in the second quarter, but the Tigers 
came back to take a 21-14 advantage at halftime. In 
the second half the Tigers scored 13 straight to 
extend the lead to 34-14. Notre Dame never could 
recover.

A standout quarterback for the Tigers 
from 1944-47, Y.A. Tittle went on to a Hall 
of Fame NFL career spanning 15 seasons 
where he was selected as the NFL MVP 
on two occasions (‘57 and ‘62). 


Steve Van Buren 


A halfback for the Tigers from 1941-43, 
Steve Van Buren was an All-SEC 
selection in 1943, helping LSU to an 
Orange Bowl victory. An NFL Hall of 
Famer. He enjoyed an eight-year career 
with the Eagles. 


Jimmy Taylor 


Jimmy Taylor was as complete a football 
player ever to play the game. He was 
named most valuable player in the 1958 
Senior Bowl. His pro career is legendary 
with the Green Bay Packers and he was 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in 1976. Played with the Packers 
from 1958-66, then with the New Orleans 
Saints in 1967. 


Jerry Stovall 


Jerry Stovall was the runner-up in the 
voting for the 1962 Heisman Trophy. He 
was named first-team All-SEC in 1961 by 
UPI and in 1962 by both AP and UPI. 
Stovall played nine seasons with the St. 
Louis Cardinals before returning to LSU 
as assistant coach. He was then named 
head coach after the tragic death of Bo 
Rein in 1980 and led the Tigers to the 
1983 Orange Bowl and was named 
National Coach of the Year by the Walter 
Camp Football Foundation after the 1982 
season. 
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One of the true legends of college football 
in the South, Billy Cannon was the 1959 
Heisman Trophy winner that helped the 
Tigers to the 1958 national title. Cannon's 
most memorable performance came in 
1959 against Ole Miss. The top-ranked 
Tigers trailed No. 3 Ole Miss 3-0 in the 
fourth quarter when Cannon fielded a 
punt, broke seven tackles and returned it 
89 yards as the Tigers went on to win 7-3. 
He went on to a successful 11-year 
professional career. 


Bert Jones 


Bert Jones finished fourth in the balloting 
for the 1972 Heisman Trophy. LSU played 
in three bowl games during his career and 
won the SEC title his sophomore year. 
Tigers compiled a 26-6-1 mark during his 
career. His most notable feats were 
against Notre Dame in 1971 (28-8), and 
versus Ole Miss in 1972 when, with time 
expired, he threw a touchdown pass to 
Brad Davis for a 17-16 LSU victory. First- 
team All-SEC by UPI in 1972. First pick in 
1973 NFL draft by Baltimore Colts. 


Tommy Casanova 


Versatility personified might be the best 
description of the myriad of talents of 
Tommy Casanova. During his three-year 
LSU career, he played both offense and 
defense and returned punts and kickoffs. 
One of just two-three time All-SEC 
performers from LSU, 1969-70-71. Played 
several seasons with the Cincinnati 
Bengals while pursuing his medical 
degree. 


Charles Alexander 


During his career, Charles Alexander set 
nine SEC records, tied one and set 27 
LSU marks. He holds the LSU records for 
most rushes in a game (43), most yards 
in a season (1,686) and most yards 
gained per game in a season (153.3). 
Was named first-team All-SEC by AP and 
UPI in 1977 and 1978. Drafted in first 
round by Cincinnati and played in the 1981 
Super Bowl. 


Glenn Dorsey was a first-team All-America 
selection by AP, AFCA, CBSSportsline.com, 
Sl.com and Rivals.com in 2006. 


Wendell Davis 


One of the most prolific receivers in LSU 
history, Wendell Davis finished his career 
with a then SEC record 2,708 yards 
receiving. Currently ranks second in LSU 
history and sixth in SEC history in career 
receiving yards. Also ranks among the 
top 10 in SEC history in single season 
receiving yards (1,244), single season 
receptions (80), and career receptions 
(183). First-team All-SEC by AP, UPI and 
SEC Coaches in 1987 and 1988. 


Kevin Faulk 


LSU's all-time leading rusher and a three- 
time All-SEC choice, Kevin Faulk led the 
SEC in rushing in each of his junior and 
senior seasons and topped the league in 
scoring as a senior. As a sophomore he 
led the SEC in all-purpose yards and was 
second in the league in rushing as he was 
named an All-American by the AP as an 
all-purpose player. He was the SEC 
Freshman Offensive Player of the Year in 
1995. Was a member of the 2002 and 
2004 Super Bowl Champion New 
England Patriots. 


Josh Reed 


An All-American, Josh Reed re-wrote 
both the LSU and SEC record books with 
a record 94 receptions for 1,740 yards on 
his way to winning the Biletnikoff Award 
in 2001. He was a consensus first-team 
All-America selection and led the nation 
in yards per game (145.0). Reed finished 
his career with a then SEC record 3,001 
yards receiving on 167 catches. 


Ben Wilkerson 


Ben Wilkerson anchored LSU’s offensive 
line for four years, including the 2003 
national championship season. He 
collected 41 starts in his career, including 
the first eight games of 2004 before 
suffering a season-ending knee injury. 
Despite missing four games, Wilkerson 
was named a first-team All-American by 
the American Football Coaches 
Association and the Sporting News and 
was a second-team Walter Camp All- 
American. Wilkerson was also awarded 
the Rimington Award as the nation’s top 
center in 2004.

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Special thanks to Peter Finney of the New Orleans Times-Picayune who 
has documented the history of LSU football in his book “Fighting Tigers”, 
Marty Mule’ of the New Orleans Times-Picayune who penned “Eye of the 
Tiger” in celebration of LSU's football centennial in 1993, and to the late 
historian H. Warren Taylor whose relentless pursuit of accurate 
information and record-keeping in the early years of LSU athletics has 
kept alive the accomplishments of Tiger athletes in football, basketball, 
track, and boxing dating back to the late 1800s. 


The rich history of LSU football is impossible to portray in only a few pages. However, below are 
tidbits from the Tiger Football annals that have contributed to the story that is LSU Football. These 
items are presented as background material with the hope that they will encourage a better 
understanding of the many traditions that are associated with Tiger Athletics. 


1894

ORIGIN OF THE LSU NICKNAME: 
Fighting Tigers 

In the fall of 1896, coach A.W. Jeardeau’s 
LSU football team posted a perfect 6-0-0 
record, and it was in that pigskin campaign 
that LSU first adopted its nickname, Tigers. 
“Tigers” seemed a logical choice since 
most collegiate teams in that year bore the 
names of ferocious animals, but the 
underlying reason why LSU chose “Tigers” 
dates back to the Civil War. During the 
“War Between the States,” a battalion of 
Confederate soldiers comprised of New 
Orleans Zouaves and Donaldsonville 
Cannoneers distinguished themselves at 
the Battle of Shenandoah. These Louisiana 
rebels had been known by their 
contemporaries as the fighting band of 
Louisiana Tigers. Thus, when LSU football 
teams entered the gridiron battlefields in 
their fourth year of intercollegiate 
competition, they tagged themselves as the 
“Tigers.” The 1955 LSU “fourth-quarter ball 
club” helped the moniker “Tigers” grow into 
the nickname, “Fighting Tigers.” 


ORIGIN OF THE LSU COLORS: 


Purple and Gold? 


There is some discrepancy in the origin of 
Royal Purple and Old Gold as LSU's official 
colors. It is believed that those colors were 
worn for the first time by an LSU team in 
the spring of 1893 when the LSU baseball 
squad beat Tulane in the first intercollegiate 
contest played in any sport by Louisiana 
State University. Team captain E.B. Young 
reportedly hand-picked those colors for the 
LSU squad. Later that year, the first football 
game was played. On Nov. 25, 1893, 
football coach/chemistry professor Dr. 
Charles Coates and some of his players 
went into town to purchase ribbon to adorn 
their gray jerseys as they prepared to play 
the first LSU gridiron game. Stores were 
stocking ribbons in the colors of Mardi Gras 
-purple, gold, and green - for the coming 
Carnival season. However, none of the 
green had yet arrived at Reymond’s Store 
at the corner of Third and Main streets. 
Coates and quarterback Ruffin Pleasant 
bought up all of the purple and gold stock 
and made it into rosettes and badges.

Cheerleaders 


Cheerleaders have long been a part of college football tradition, and the LSU Varsity 
Cheerleaders are no exception in their role in Tiger gridiron lore. Pregame ceremonies 
feature the LSU cheerleaders atop Mike the Tiger's cage as it circles the field. The 
cheerleaders also traditionally lead the Tigers onto the field before and after halftime of 
every game. The 1989 Tiger cheerleaders captured the National Championship in the annual 
Universal Cheerleading Association competition. 


On Dec. 25 1907, LSU was the first college team to play on foreign soil in 
Havana, Cuba. 


Tigers Invade Cuba 


LSU was the first college team to play on foreign soil when, in 1907, coach Edgar R. 
Wingard took his Tigers to Havana for an international gridiron bout. The University of 
Havana team had dominated every American service team it had played, but had never 
encountered football collegiate style. The finesse of the Tigers took the big Cuban team by 
surprise on Christmas Day at Almendares Park and LSU walked away with a convincing 56- 
0 victory before 10,000 fans.

LSU has had six unblemished seasons in its history. The Tigers first went undefeated and 
untied in 1895 under head coach A. P. Simmons with a 3-0 record, but the first truly great 
LSU team is considered to be the 1908 squad led by one of the most legendary players to 
wear the Purple and Gold--Doc Fenton. That 1908 team, coached by Edgar R. Wingard, 
soared through a 10-game schedule without a loss or tie as Fenton scored an incredible 125 
points on the year. It was 50 years before LSU would post another perfect season, winning 
the national championship in 1958 with an 11-0 mark.

The Kingfish 


No single person can be credited for 
building LSU football into the entity it is 
today, but one of the men who mos‘ 
influenced the popularity of Tiger football 
was neither a player nor a coach. The 
“Kingfish,” Louisiana Governor Huey P. 
Long, never shied from using his political 
influence to aid the cause of LSU football. 
Two examples: In 1934, athletic director 
T.P. Heard reported low advance sales for 
the LSU-SMU game because of a circus 
coming to town the night of the game. 
Long contacted the proper Barnum and 
Bailey representatives and informed them 
of a near-forgotten animal-dipping law. 
The show was canceled and LSU-SMU 
ticket sales took off. Later that same year, 
Long used his influence to "entice" 
passenger agents of the Illinois Central 
Railroad to lower fares for LSU students 
traveling to a road football game. When 
Long threatened to reassess the value of 
railroad bridges in the state from $100,000 
to $4 million, the railroad generously 
agreed to give LSU students a $6 roundtrip 
fare for the Vanderbilt game that season. 


Dormitories 


Tiger Stadium is unique in that it once 
housed some 1,500 dorm rooms, home to 
many LSU students over the years. This 
concept was introduced in 1928 by T.P. 
"Skipper" Heard, who can also be credited 
for bringing night football to Tiger Stadium. 
Heard learned that LSU president James 
Smith proposed to use $250,000 to build 
new dormitories on the LSU campus. 
Heard sold Smith on the idea of raising the 
stands on both the East and West sides of 
the stadium and extending them to the end 
Zones, then constructing the dorms inside 
the stadium. Thus the University got its 
dorms and Tiger Stadium's capacity 
increased by 10,000 seats in 1931.

1931 
Night Falls on Tiger Stadium 


The tradition of playing night games in Tiger Stadium began on Oct. 3, 1931, when LSU 
downed Spring Hill, 35-0, under the lights. The idea of night football was introduced by T.P. 
"Skipper" Heard, then graduate manager of athletics and later athletics director. Several 
reasons were cited for playing LSU games at night, including avoiding the heat and humidity 
of afternoon games, avoiding scheduling conflicts with Tulane and Loyola and giving more 
fans the opportunity to see the Tigers play. An immediate increase in attendance was 
noted, and night football soon became ingrained in LSU football lore. LSU has also 
traditionally played better at night than in the light of day. Since 1960, LSU is 187-62-4 
(747) under the lights of Tiger Stadium and only 16-21-3 (.438) during the day at home. 


Ole War Skule 


LSU began in 1860 as the Louisiana State Seminary of Learning and Military Academy, 
shortly before the beginning of the Civil War. In fact, LSU's first superintendent was Civil 
War commander William Tecumseh Sherman. "Ole War Skule" was formerly a popular 
reference to LSU, as was the term "Old Lou." 


1946 


Tigers Battle Hogs in “Ice Bowl” 


The Tigers of 1946, though not one of Bernie Moore's two SEC Championship teams, was 
surely one of Moore's finest squads. Only a 26-7 loss at the hands of SEC foe Georgia Tech 
spoiled the season and the Y.A. Tittle-led Bayou Bengals landed in the Cotton Bowl against 
Arkansas and star Razorback Smackover Scott. But ice, sleet and snow pelted Dallas on 
that Jan. 1 as LSU filled oil drums with charcoal and started fires for makeshift heaters on 
the field. Fans built fires in the stands and watched the Tigers roll to 271-54 advantage in 
total yardage and a 15-1 lead in first downs. Those numbers, however, didn't equate on the 
scoreboard that showed 0-0 at game's end. The Tigers finished the season with a 9-1-1 
record in Moore's penultimate season as head coach. 
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1952 


Numbering System 


LSU, in 1952, introduced a unique - and short-lived - jersey numbering system. The idea of 
coach Gaynell "Gus" Tinsley and publicity director Jim Corbett, the system utilized an 
abbreviation of the player's position on his jersey. Thus, ends, guards and tackles wore the 
letters "E","G" and "T" followed by a single-digit number. The right side of the line wore 
even numbers, the left side odd numbers. In similar fashion the centers, quarterbacks, left 
halfbacks, right halfbacks and fullbacks wore"C", "Q", "L","R" and "F", respectively, 
followed by single-digit numerals. The 1953 LSU yearbook, the Gumbo, boldly predicted 
that the new system "may revolutionize the football jersey manufacturing industry." It didn't. 


Halloween 


Drama on Halloween is as traditional as pumpkins and goblins for LSU and Ole Miss. These 
schools have met seven times on October 31 with the series tied at 3-3-1. The most notable 
game on All Hallow's Eve was the 1959 thriller that saw Billy Cannon return a punt 89 yards 
to spur a 7-3 Tiger victory. The Tigers and Rebels next met on Halloween in 1964. Ole Miss 
led 10-3 late in the fourth quarter in Death Valley when LSU scored a touchdown to make it 
10-9. Quarterback Billy Ezell then threw to Doug Moreau in the front corner of the endzone 
on the two-point conversion, at nearly the exact point where Cannon had crossed the goal 
line five years earlier for an 11-10 win. There was a 17-year drought before the teams played 
on Oct. 31 again, this time at Jackson in 1981. A seesaw battle ended with a 46-yard field 
goal off the foot of LSU's David Johnston as time expired for a 27-27 tie. In the most recent 
meeting, the teams engaged in the first overtime game in LSU history at Oxford in 1998, but 
Ole Miss emerged with a 37-31 win. 


South End Zone 


Whether it be the 1959 defenders have put series of plays. For that 
goal line stand that sealed together eight goal line series, LSU's defense was 
victory for the Tigers stands at the south end nicknamed the "Lights Out 
against Ole Miss on the Zone, including the Defense."

Chinese Bandits 


The nickname of one of the three units utilized in Paul Dietzel's three-platoon system that 
vaulted the Tigers to the 1958 national championship. That year, the first team was named 
the White Team, an offensive unit was named the Go Team and a defensive unit was tabbed 
the Chinese Bandits. The White Team, naturally, wore white jerseys and was so named. 
The Go Team wore gold jerseys as the word "gold" was eventually shortened to "go." The 
name "Chinese Bandits" actually originated when Dietzel recalled a line from the old "Terry 
and The Pirates" comic strip that referred to Chinese Bandits as the "most vicious people in 
the world." In their heyday, the Chinese Bandits were featured in Chinese masks in Life 
magazine. In 1980, the LSU band revived the “Bandit” tune played when the LSU defense 
stalls any opponent's drive. 


1959 
89 yards 


There have been longer scoring plays in LSU 
football history, but Billy Cannon's 89-yard 
punt return against Ole Miss in 1959 is simply, 
and undeniably, the most famous play in Tiger 
gridiron records. In fact, some consider it one 
of the most memorable in college football 
history. It was an eerie, misty and humid 
Halloween night, and the Rebels of 
Mississippi took a 3-0 lead into the final 
quarter, threatening to end an 18-game LSU 
win streak. On third and 17 from the Ole Miss 
42, the Rebels' Jake Gibbs punted 47 yards to 
the Tiger 11 where Cannon hauled it in on the 
bounce. Cannon careened off seven tacklers 
down the east sideline and darted 89 yards to 
immortality. Some say it may have been that 
run that assured Cannon of the Heisman 
Trophy he received at season's end. 


No. 20 


Despite the number of colorful figures and 
outstanding athletes who have come down 
the pike in the history of LSU football, just one 
jersey number, No. 20, has been retired. The 
great Billy Cannon, two-time All-American 
and Heisman Trophy winner, played at LSU 
from 1957-59.

on the Baton Rouge campus, including 19 straight victories from the end of the 1957 season 
to the eighth game of the 1959 campaign. Following that 1959 season, Cannon's jersey was 
retired into the LSU Athletics Hall of Fame. 
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The Rivalry 


LSU’s rivalry with the Green Wave of Tulane was a 
natural from the game's infancy. The Greenies won 
LSU's first football game in 1893 by a 34-0 count, but 
over the ensuing seasons, the Tigers have dominated 
the series and own a 65-22-7 margin over their 
neighbors from New Orleans. The proximity of the 
schools made for the development of the rivalry in its 
early years and, by 1913, fans began to travel the 
distance by automobile instead of by train. Today's 
Tiger fan can traverse the distance from Tiger Stadium 
to the Louisiana Superdome in less than 90 minutes, 
but in the early years, according to the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune "with a good car, it can be negotiated 
in perfect comfort in six hours." 


The Rag 


The Rag was the 
traditional spoils of 
victory in the LSU-Tulane 
rivalry for many years. 
This flag, decorated half 
in LSU's colors of purple 
and gold and the other 
half adorned in the green 
and white of Tulane, was 
held for one year by the 
victorious school until 
the game the following season. The whereabouts of the 
original flag are unknown; however, a new version of 
The Rag was awarded to the LSU squad after the Tigers 
defeated the Greenies, 48-17, in the 2001 season 


1966 


LSU Stuns No. 2 
Arkansas in Cotton Bowl 


One of the most notable games in LSU football history was the 
1966 Cotton Bowl against powerful Arkansas. The Razorbacks 
went into the New Year's Day tilt ranked No. 2 in the country 
and riding a 22-game winning streak. LSU owned a meager 7- 
3 mark compared to the Hogs’ perfect 10-0 record, but little 
Joe Labruzzo silenced many a disbeliever to spark the Bayou 
Bengals to their greatest bowl win. The Tigers left Dallas with 
a 14-7 win over the Southwest Conference host Razorbacks. 
The Tigers have appeared in three other Cotton Bowl classics, 
tying Arkansas 0-0 in the 1947 game beating Texas 13-0 in 
1963 and losing to Texas 35-20 in 2003. 


1988 


Tigers “Move the Earth” in Win Over Auburn 


QB Tommy Hodson connected with WR 
Eddie Fuller in the back of the endzone for 
the touchdown that vaulted LSU to a 7-6 
victory over Auburn on Oct. 8, 1988, to 
help lead the LSU Tigers to their seventh 
SEC crown. The moment will forever be 
know as the “Night the Tigers Moved the 
Earth,” as the play caused such a 
thunderous explosion from the 79,341 
fans in Tiger Stadium, the LSU 
Department of Geology registered 
vibrations on a seismograph machine at 
the exact moment the touchdown was 
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scored. 


Tailgating 

It has often been pondered whether the 
attraction of night football is because of 
the excitement of the atmosphere created 
by a game under the lights, the more 
pleasant weather of an evening after the 
sun has set, or because it allows more time 
for tailgating. If it is not football that 
people of South Louisiana crave, then it is 
food. Tiger fans arrive as early as 
Thursday evening for Saturday games, set 
up their motor homes and kick back for a 
weekend of cooking and enjoyment for 
two days until kickoff. A stroll across the 
LSU campus and through the parking lots 
is a veritable connoisseur's treat. Common 
entrees include crawfish, boiled shrimp 
and jambalaya and, on occasion, one will 
run across a cochon-de-lait (pig roast). 


Voice of the Tigers 


For many years, John Ferguson (above) 
was known as the "Voice of the Tigers" as 
his call of the action was broadcast 
nationwide. The most famous call of all 
plays, though, belongs to J.C. Politz who 
was the "Voice of the Tigers" in 1959 when 
Billy Cannon made his famous 89-yard 
run. By the time Cannon reached midfield 
on that play, a technician attempted to turn 
up the sound on Politz' mike to raise it 
above the crowd noise. In the excitement 
of the moment, though, he turned the knob 
the wrong way, lowering the volume and 
raising the crowd noise, and much of 
Politz’ call of that play is lost forever. 
Ferguson later returned to the mike as 
"The Voice," then moved into television 
where he worked on TigerVision 
broadcasts beginning in 1984. At that 
time, Jim Hawthorne took over the radio 
duties and remains today the football, 
men’s basketball, and baseball "Voice of 
the Tigers." The legendary Ferguson is 
now director emeritus of LSU's Tiger 
Athletic Foundation. 


Crossbar 


Unknown to many Tiger fans, the LSU 
football team still runs onto the field under 
the same crossbar that stood as part of the 
north end zone goalpost in Tiger Stadium 
as early as 1955. It had long been a 
tradition that the LSU football team enter 
the field by running under the goalpost 
when the new "T-style" goalposts came 
into vogue. By virtue of tradition, the old 
"H-style" posts stood on the field of Death 
Valley until they were finally removed in 
1984. Part of the crossbar, however, was 
kept and mounted above the door of the 
Tiger Den through which the Tigers run 
onto the field each game. In 1993, in 
celebration of the centennial of LSU 
football, the "H-style" goalposts were 
returned to the end zones of Tiger 
Stadium, thanks to a donation from Shaw 
Industries of Baton Rouge. 
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Victory Hill 


A pregame ritual for many Tiger fans is to 
line North Stadium Drive in the hours 
before kickoff to see the Tiger Marching 
Band in its walk from the band hall. The 
band pauses each game on the hill next to 
the Journalism Building to play "Tiger 
Rag," to the delight of the LSU throngs. 
Former head coach Curley Hallman began 
the tradition in the early 1990s of leading 
the team by foot down Victory Hill from 
Broussard Hall two hours before the game. 
That practice became so popular that 
Gerry DiNardo, Nick Saban and Les Miles 
have continued the tradition, even though 
the team began to stay in a hotel the night 
before home games. The team buses 
drive from the on campus Lod Cook Hotel 
to the top of Victory Hill between the 
Academic Center and Journalism Building 
in order for the players to make their 
traditional walk down.

TRADITIONS 
White Jerseys 


LSU is one of the few college football 
teams that traditionally wear white 
jerseys for home games. The tradition 
originated when LSU won its first 
national championship in 1958. Head 
coach Paul Dietzel had a habit of 
tinkering with the uniform every year. 
In 1958, he chose to wear white 
jerseys for LSU’s home games, and the Tigers 
subsequently won the national championship. A 
superstitious man, Dietzel didn’t change the uniform 
after that season. LSU continued to wear white 
jerseys for home games throughout the Charlie 
McClendon Era. When Jerry Stovall took over as head 
coach in 1980, he said the Tigers would occasionally 
wear purple jerseys so that home fans could see a 
different color. In 1982, the NCAA changed its jersey 
tule, requiring teams to wear dark colored jerseys for 
home games. The Tigers wore purple jerseys for all 
home games from 1983 to 1994. When Gerry DiNardo 
became head coach in 1995, he vowed to change the

NCAA jersey rule. After 
petitioning the rules committee 
of the American Football 
Coaches Association, he 
personally met with each 
member of the NCAA Football 
Rules Committee. DiNardo’s 
efforts were successful and the 
Tigers were allowed to wear 
white jerseys again beginning 
in 1995. A stipulation of the new rule was that the 
visiting team would have to give the home team 
permission to wear the white jerseys. The first team to 
deny LSU’s request was DiNardo’s former team, 
Vanderbilt. Instead of going back to purple jerseys, the 
Tigers took to the field in new gold jerseys. The SEC 
later adopted a league rule stipulating that the home 
team has sole discretion in determining its jersey 
color. Nick Saban became LSU’s head coach in 2000 
and continued the white jersey tradition, but with a 
twist. Saban decided that LSU would wear purple 
jerseys for all non-SEC games, except the home

Following their national championship season in 2003, the LSU 
football team visited Washington D.C. as part of Champions Day at 


The Golden Boot is a trophy awarded each year to the winner of the Battle 


for the Golden Boot football matchup between LSU and its SEC rival 


Arkansas. The trophy was introduced to the series prior to the 1996 season 


and since that time, the Tigers have won eight of the 11 meetings between 


the teams. Molded from 24-karat gold in the shape of the states of Arkansas 


and Louisiana, the trophy stands four feet in height, weighs nearly 200 
pounds and is valued at $10,000. It is believed to be the heaviest trophy 


awarded in a college football rivalry. After a win in the series, the victorious 


team keeps the trophy until the next year's. The boot is currently in the 
possession of LSU and is housed in the LSU Football Operations Center.

The grandest band in all the land, the Golden Band from Tigerland, is as much a 
part of Saturday nights in Tiger Stadium as the team itself. Among the many 


} 
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favorites of LSU fans is the band's traditional pregame march 
down North Stadium Drive from the Band Hall to the tune of 
"Hold That Tiger." That tradition is a carry-over from the old 
pregame parades through downtown Baton Rouge. Castro 
Carazo was the man handpicked by Louisiana Governor 
Huey Long in 1935 to revamp the Tiger band. Carazo and 
Long together wrote fan favorite "Touchdown 
for LSU," and two years later Carazo 
also penned the official LSU fight 
song, "Fight For LSU." The tradition 
of the LSU Tiger Marching Band 
continues today. The LSU Tiger 
Marching Band is made up of 
some 325 musicians, Golden 
—s Girls and Colorguard members. In 
1997, the band was selected as 
the top band in the Southeastern 
Conference by SEC band 
directors. In December 2001, 
the band was awarded the 
Sudler Trophy, the highest 
honor a collegiate marching 
band can receive. The award 
has been called "the Heisman 
Trophy of marching bands," 
according to Frank Wickes, 
director of LSU bands.

The original Mike was purchased 
from the Little Rock Zoo in 1936 
for $750, with money contributed 
by the student body. Originally 
known as “Sheik” at the time of 
his purchase, his name was 
changed to Mike to honor Mike 
Chambers who served as LSU’s 
athletic trainer when the first 
mascot was purchased. The first 
Mike was housed in the Baton 
Rouge Zoo for one year before a 
permanent home was constructed 
near Tiger Stadium. Mike | reigned 
for 20 years before dying of 
pneumonia. 


1956-1958 


Mike II 


The second Mike served a brief 
reign, lasting only through the 
1957 season before dying of 
pneumonia in the spring of 1958. 
He was born at the Audubon Zoo 
in New Orleans and came to LSU 
on Sept. 28, 1956. The young 
tiger was held overnight in Tiger 
Stadium and unveiled Sept. 29, 
the opening day of the football 
season.

History of Mike 


A live Bengal tiger serves as the graphic image of all LSU athletics teams. 

LSU has had five live mascots with the most recent, Mike V, passing away this past spring. 
Dr. David Baker of the LSU School of Veterinary Medicine is leading the search for Mike VI, a 
new tiger cub. LSU hopes to have Mike VI on campus during the 2007 football season. 

Mike’s ride through Tiger Stadium before home games in a cage topped by the LSU 
cheerleaders is a school tradition. Before entering the stadium, his cage on wheels is parked 
next to the opponent's locker room in the southeast end of the stadium. Opposing players 
must make their way past Mike’s cage to reach their locker room. 

Tradition dictates that the Tigers will score a touchdown for every growl issued by Mike 
before a football game. For many years, Mike was prompted to roar by pounding on the cage. 
Objections of cruel punishment brought about the use of recorded growls to play to the crowd 
before the games. That practice was discontinued shortly afterward and, today, Mike 
participates in the pregame tradition without provocation. 

In the mid-1980’s, pranksters cut the locks on Mike IV's cage and freed him in the early- 
morning hours just days before the annual LSU-Tulane clash. Mike roamed free, playfully 
knocking down several small pine trees in the area, before being trapped in the Bernie Moore 
Track Stadium where police used tranquilizer guns to capture and return the Bengal Tiger to his 


1976-1990 


Mike IV 


Mike IV reigned over Tiger 
athletics for 14 years after being 
donated to the school by August 
A. Busch Ill from the Dark 
Continent Amusement Park in 
Tampa, Fla, on Aug. 29, 1976. 
Born on May 15, 1974, Mike’s age 
and health were determining 
factors in his retirement to the 
Baton Rouge Zoo in 1990. Mike 
IV died of old age in March of 
1995 at the age of 21.

Mike’s Habitat 


The new environment created for Mike has 15,000 square feet in size with lush planting, a 
large live oak tree, a beautiful waterfall and a stream evolving from a rocky backdrop 
overflowing with plants and trees. The habitat has, as a backdrop, an Italianate tower - a 
campanile - that creates a visual bridge to the Italianate architectural vernacular that is the 
underpinning of the image of the entire beautiful LSU campus. This spectacular new habitat 
features state-of-the-art technologies, research, conservation and husbandry programs, as 
well as educational, interpretive and recreational activities. It is, in essence, one of the largest 
and finest Tiger habitats in the United States.

Donated by Dr. Thomas and 
Caroline Atchison of the Animal 
House Zoological Park in 
Moulton, Ala. , Mike V served as 
LSU’s mascot for 17 years.

Bob Pettit 


Led LSU to its first NCAA Final Four in 1953 
and he later became the first player in NBA 
history to exceed the 20,000-plus point 
barrier. Pettit is a member of the NBA Hall of 
Fame and in 1997 he was named as one of 
the top 50 players in NBA history. 


The five individuals on this page are the only men to have their 
jerseys retired by LSU. Basketball has retired the No. 23 for 
Pete Maravich, No. 50 for Bob Pettit, Jr., and No. 33 for 
Shaauille O’Neal. Football’s only retired jersey is the No. 20 
worn by Billy Cannon, while baseball retired the No. 15 in honor 
of longtime coach and current athletics director Skip Bertman. 


Billy Cannon 


One of the true legends of college football in 
the South, Cannon was the 1959 Heisman 
Trophy winner and helped the Tigers to the 
1958 national title. Cannon’s most memorable 
performance came in 1959 against Ole Miss 
when No. 1 LSU trailed No. 3 Ole Miss 3-0 in 
the fourth quarter. He fielded a punt, broke 
seven tackles and returned it 89 yards for the 
7-3 victory. He went on to a successful 11-year 
professional career. 


Pete Maravich 


“Pistol Pete,” Maravich still holds the NCAA 
record for career points with 3,667 and for 
career scoring average with 44.2 points a 
game. He was selected the National Player of 
the Year in 1970 after leading the Tigers to the 
NIT Final Four. He scored 50+ points an 
amazing 28 times. He went on to a 10-year 
professional career and was selected as one 
of the NBA’s 50 greatest players in 1997. 
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Shaquille O’Neal 


Was the first pick in the 1992 NBA Draft. He 
was named MVP of the league in 2000 and 
was a three-time NBA Finals MVP after 
leading the Los Angeles Lakers to three 
World Championships. At LSU, O’Neal 
averaged 21.6 points and 13.6 rebounds for 
his career, and in 1991, he was named the 
World’s Amateur Athlete of the Year as well 
as SEC Athlete of the Year and National 
Player of the Year. In 1997, he was named as 
one of the top 50 players in NBA history. 
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Skip Bertman 


A legend in the college baseball ranks, 
Bertman created a dynasty at LSU, guiding 
the Tigers to five national titles in a 10-year 
stretch from 1991-2000. He also skippered 
the United States to a bronze medal at the 
1996 Olympics in Atlanta and was an 
assistant on the gold medal-winning U.S. 
squad in Seoul, Korea in 1988. Bertman 
retired from coaching following the 2001 
season and is currently the LSU athletics 
director. Bertman was inducted into the 
College Baseball Hall of Fame in 2006.

Seimone Augustus 


Augustus was the two-time NCAA National 
Player of the Year, receiving the Wade 
Trophy, the Naismith and the Wooden 
Awards as a junior and a senior. Augustus 
helped lead the Lady Tigers to three 
straight Final Fours and was the NCAA 
Regional MOP three times. She was the 
No. 1 draft pick in the 2006 WNBA draft. 


Nicki Arnstad 


The 2002 NCAA floor exercise co- 
champion, Arnstad became the first LSU 
gymnast to win a national title. She was a 
two-time All-American and won the NCAA 
Central Regional Floor and All-Around 
Championships. 


April Burkholder 


The 2006 NCAA beam co-national champion. 


Finished career with 14 All-America honors 
and four All-SEC selections. In addition, was 
named the NCAA Central Region Gymnast of 
the year twice (2004, 2005), the SEC 
Gymnast of the Year on two occasions (2004 
and 2005) and was also the conference's 
Freshman of the Year in 2003. 


Xavier Carter 


Carter won a school record-tying seven 
NCAA titles on the track and earned a 
total of 10 All-America honors. He became 
just the second athlete to win four titles at 
one national meet, joining Jesse Owens. 
Holds four individual school records and 
anchored LSU’s 4x400-meter relay teams 
to two school records. 


Walter Davis 


A two-time Olympian and World 
Champion, Davis helped LSU to national 
titles in 2001 and 2002. The SEC Male 
Athlete of the Year in 2002, he won six 
NCAA titles and earned a school-record 
nine All-America honors.

When Les Miles was named LSU’s head football coach in January of 
2005, the challenge was to not only keep the Tigers as one of the nation’s 
elite programs, but to also make it better in all phases. Miles accepted the 
challenge, and in two years at the helm, he’s advanced every facet of the LSU 
football program. 

Whether it be on the field, in the classroom, or in the community, Miles 
demands his players strive for excellence and pursue an education while 
representing the University in first class fashion. The response by the players 
has been overwhelming as they've posted back-to-back 11-win seasons, 
played an instrumental role in the recovery efforts following Hurricanes 
Katrina and Rita, while also achieving academic success in the classroom. In 
two years, LSU’s had 37 players earn SEC Academic Honor Roll status with 
another 34 earned their college diploma. 
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Of the 24 seniors on this year’s team, two 
have already graduated with another 13 scheduled 
to graduate, following the 2007 fall semester. The 
remaining nine are on pace to graduate either in 
the spring or summer of 2008. 

On the field, the Tigers have produced 12 
NFL Draft picks over the past two years, including 
a school-record four first-round picks in the 2007 
draft. 

Now, as Miles enters his third year with the 
Tigers, the foundation for LSU football is more 
stable than ever. After 22 wins, including eight 
over foes ranked among the nation’s top 25, and 
with back-to-back consensus top five recruiting 
classes, Miles and the Tigers have solidified their 
standing as one of college football’s premier 
programs. 


The LSU Years 

Les Miles’ first two years with the Tigers have 
been unmatched in the history of the program. 
The results are impressive and staggering: 22 
wins; 13 SEC victories; eight wins over top 25 
teams; five wins over top 10 teams; back-to-back 
top five final rankings; two bowl victories, 
including one BCS bowl win; 12 NFL Draft picks 


and four first-team All-Americans. 

After leading LSU to an 11-2 mark and a top 
five national ranking in his first year as LSU's head 
coach in 2005, many wondered just what Miles 
would do for an encore. His second year with the 
Tigers proved to be another year full of milestones 
and firsts as he guided the Tigers to another 11-2 
overall record, culminating with a 41-14 
dismantling of Tlth-ranked Notre Dame in the 
Sugar Bowl. 

The Tigers finished their second year under 
the direction of Miles ranked No. 3 in the nation, 
marking the first time since the 1958-59 seasons 
that LSU was ranked in the top five in the country 
in back-to-back years. 

LSU's at-large berth in a BCS bowl was a 
first in school history and it also represented the 
third time this decade that the Tigers ended their 
season in the Sugar Bowl. 

In 2006, Miles became the first coach in 
LSU history to lead the Tigers to back-to-back 10- 
wins seasons and with 22 victories in his first 26 
games as the school's head coach, his win total 
matched Bernie Moore for the most in school 
history over that span. He also became the first 
LSU coach since Jerry Stovall in 1982 to beat two

top 10-ranked teams on the road in the 
same season as the Tigers posted a 
28-24 win over No. 8 Tennessee in 
Knoxville followed by a 31-26 victory 
over No. 5 Arkansas in Little Rock. 

The Tigers were able to 
accomplish all of this during the 2006 
season despite having to face four top 
eight opponents on the road, also a 
first in school history. LSU posted a 2- 
2 mark in those road games, which 
included November wins over 
Tennessee and Arkansas that 
propelled the Tigers to a berth ina BCS 
bowl. 

LSU opened the 2006 season in 
grand style, posting identical 45-3 
wins over Louisiana-Lafayette and 
Arizona. After a gut-wrenching 7-3 loss 
at No. 3 Auburn, the Tigers reeled off 
decisive wins over both Tulane (49-7) 
and Mississippi State (48-17). 
Following a 23-10 setback to eventual 
national champion Florida, the Tigers 
responded with seven straight wins to 
end the season, starting with a 49-0 
victory over a Kentucky team who 
went on to win eight games and beat 
Clemson in a bowl game. 

The Tigers capped the 2006 with 
its 41-14 win over an overmatched 
Notre Dame team in the Sugar Bowl, 
giving the Tigers their third win in a BCS 
game since the 2001 season. The three 
wins for the Tigers in BCS bowl games

since the 2000 season is the most of 
any SEC team during that span. 

With a 6-2 SEC mark in 2006, 
Miles ran his record in conference 
games to 13-3, which trails only Bernie 
Moore as the best start for an LSU 
head coach in league games in school 
history. Moore won 15 of his first 16 
conference games from 1934-36. 

With a makeshift offensive line 
that featured three first time starters 
and a pair of true freshmen running 
backs having to plug holes in a 
depleted backfield, the Tigers still 
managed to lead the SEC in total 
offense (411 yards per game) and 
scoring offense (33.7 points per 
game), while ranking No. 2 in the 
league in rushing offense (165 yards 
per game). Defensively, (the Tigers, 
despite losing three defensive linemen 
to the NFL Draft from the year before), 
ranked among the top four in the 
nation in scoring defense, total 
defense and pass defense. 

In all, the Tigers fashioned its 11-2 
record against seven teams who went 
on to play in bowl games as LSU's 
schedule was ranked as the 12th 
toughest in the nation according to the 
NCAA. 

Even though the Tigers had to go 
on the road to face four top 10-ranked 
teams in 2006, year two under Miles 
seemed somewhat ordinary compared 
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Miles vs. All Opponents

to what the Tigers had to endure during 
his first year in Baton Rouge. 

Miles’ inaugural season at LSU 
had him leading the Tigers to only the 
third 11-win season in school history, to 
a top five national ranking and a berth 
in the SEC Championship Game 
despite numerous distractions that 
covered most of the months of 
September and October. 

The Tigers, playing without 
starting quarterback and future No. 1 
overall NFL Draft pick JaMarcus 
Russell, put an exclamation point on 
the year with a 40-3 win over No. 9 
Miami in the Peach Bow! to finish with 
an 11-2 overall mark and a No. 5 
national ranking. 

To appreciate just how adverse 
the conditions that Miles and the Tigers 
had to overcome in 2005, you have to 
go back to late August and Hurricane 
Katrina, the first of two storms to 
devastate the state of Louisiana during 
the fall. 

Days before LSU's originally 
scheduled season opener against 
North Texas in Tiger Stadium, 
Hurricane Katrina blew ashore, 
packing tremendous winds, and turned 
the state, in particular New Orleans 
and southeastern Louisiana, upside 
down. 

Massive flooding followed in the 
wake of the storm as more than 30

LSU players had their families and their 
homes affected by the hurricane and 
Miles’ first game in Tiger Stadium 
against North Texas was postponed. 
With the LSU campus serving as 
the recovery center for those sick, 
homeless and displaced due to 
Hurricane Katrina, football seemed to 
be the farthest thing from most 
people's minds. However, Miles was 
able to successfully manage a delicate 
situation, one that saw his team and 
coaching staff volunteer time to those 
in need, while still attempting to focus 
on football for at least two hours a day. 
After a week of trying to minimize 
the distractions for a football team that 
had their apartments and dorm rooms 
filled with displaced family members 
and friends due to the storm, it 
appeared that the Tigers would finally 
get to play a home game, this time 
against 15th-ranked Arizona State. 
However, just as the Tigers began 
to prepare for the Sun Devils and the 
season opener in Tiger Stadium, it was 
learned that the devastation to New 
Orleans was much greater than 
originally thought. With the Maravich 
Center on the LSU campus serving as 
what would become the largest field 
triage unit in United States history, it 
was mutually decided to move the 
LSU-Arizona State game to Tempe. 
Still, with many in Louisiana under

the distress of Hurricane Katrina, the 
Tigers were going to have to take to 
the desert to face a powerful offense in 
their first game of the season. 

These were certainly trying times 
for everyone in the state of Louisiana, 
but even more so for a football coach 
who now had his team carrying the 
banner for a state in need of a 
diversion. LSU football had become a 
release for those consumed with the 
hurricane. LSU even re-stated its team 
goals, putting playing for the state of 
Louisiana at the top of the list. 

The Tigers didn't disappoint as 
Miles and his LSU team used a 28- 
point fourth quarter rally to come back 
to beat Arizona State, 35-31, in Tempe. 

Now with the Arizona State game 
behind them, it looked as if things for 
the LSU football team would gradually 
get back to normal as the Tigers now 
had a week off before facing 
Tennessee in Tiger Stadium on Sept. 
24. 

Then, the unthinkable happened. 
Another storm, this one named Rita, hit 
southwest Louisiana, causing severe 
damage to more homes, leaving 
thousands without electricity and 
displacing even more Louisiana 
natives. The combination of Hurricanes 
Katrina and Rita forced LSU to again 
shuffle its schedule. Instead of playing 
Tennessee on a Saturday night in Tiger

Stadium, the Tigers would now be 
forced to face the Volunteers on a 
Monday night. An emotionally drained 
LSU team saw a 21-0 halftime lead 
evaporate into a 30-27 overtime loss 
against the Vols. 

There was no coaching handbook 
for Miles to refer to when it came to 
dealing with the hurricanes and 
preparing a team for competition 
during extreme adverse conditions. 
Miles was on his own, forced to 
navigate his LSU team through a 
treacherous stretch of games, while 
also being sympathetic to those still 
under the influence of the natural 
disasters. 

With just five days between the 
Tennessee loss and the Mississippi 
State game, Miles and the Tigers were 
obviously dealt an unfair hand, 
however, he asked his team to respond 
and they did. The Mississippi State 
contest was the starting point for a 
stretch of games for the Tigers that 
saw LSU win nine straight. The 37-7 
win over the Bulldogs was followed by 
a 34-6 road victory over Vanderbilt as 
the Tigers had re-established 
themselves as one of the nation's elite 
on the football field. 

During what would be 11- 
consecutive weeks of play, the Tigers 
posted a win over Florida along with 
overtime victories against Auburn and

Alabama. In all, the Tigers beat four 
teams ranked among the top 15 in the 
nation, a school record for regular 
season victories over ranked 
opponents. 

After 10 straight weeks of play 
during the regular season, the Tigers 
had fashioned a 7-1 conference mark 
and earned a berth in the SEC title 
game. 

Miles became the only coach in 
his first year in the SEC to lead his 
squad to the league's title game. He 
also became the first coach in LSU 


history to beat Alabama, Auburn and 
Florida in the same season. 

Following a loss to Georgia in the 
league's title game, Miles and the 
Tigers re-grouped, this time to beat No. 
9 Miami, 40-3, in the Chick-fil-A Peach 
Bowl. The win gave the Tigers 11 
victories for the year, making Miles the 
winningest first-year coach in school 
history. 

Following his first year with the 
Tigers, LSU had seven players taken in 
the NFL Draft, including running back 
Joseph Addai, who went on to win a

Super Bow! with Indianapolis in his first 
season in the league. 

Miles, the 2002 Big 12 
Conference Coach of the Year and 
former assistant with Michigan, 
Colorado and the Dallas Cowboys who 
built Oklahoma State into a force in the 
Big 12, became LSU's 32nd head 
football coach on Jan. 3, 2005. 

During his two years with the Tigers, 
Miles has put together a 22-4 overall 
mark, while leading LSU to a 13-3 
conference record. LSU has also had 
12 players selected in the NFL Draft 
over the past two years, including a 
school-record four in the first round in 
2007, which included the No. 1 overall 
pick in Russell. In addition, LSU has 
had four players earn first-team All- 
America status under Miles. 


The Oklahoma State Years 

In four short years, Miles turned 
the Oklahoma State football program 
into one that was nationally 
competitive, despite competing in- 
state against one of the country's 
dominant programs. 

Miles honed his head coaching 
skills at Oklahoma State. Under Miles’ 
direction, the Cowboys were the only 
team in the nation to beat Oklahoma 
twice in the last four years, and he was 
also the first coach in Oklahoma State 
history to post wins over Nebraska and 
Oklahoma in the same season. 
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Miles led the Cowboys to three 
straight bowl appearances, an 
accomplishment Oklahoma State had 
not achieved since Jimmy Johnson 
started a string of three straight post- 
season games beginning in 1983. In 
addition, Oklahoma State's 
appearance in the Cotton Bowl to cap 
the 2003 season marked the first time 
in 55 years that the Cowboys appeared 
in a January bowl game. 

Miles’ success as a collegiate 
head coach came by combining an 
explosive offensive system with that of 
a sound defensive scheme. His last 
two years at Oklahoma State, Miles’ 
offenses put up a total of 857 points 
for an average of 34.3 points per 
game. 

Miles’ college playing and 
coaching career includes experience 
under some of the most noted coaches 
in college football. At Michigan, he 
played for legendary coach Bo 
Schembechler and later served on 
Schembechler's staff. He also worked 
with Gary Moeller at Michigan and Bill 
McCartney at Colorado. 

As head coach at Oklahoma 
State, he built a consistent winner out 
of a program that had recorded only 
one winning season since 1988, and 
had posted a record of 13-20 in the 
three years prior to his arrival at OSU. 
After going 4-7 in his first year as head 
coach in 2001, he took the Cowboys to

consecutive winning marks of 8-5 in 
2002, 9-4 in 2003 and 7-5 in 2004. 
Miles led Oklahoma State to a 
four-year record of 28-21 for a winning 
percentage of 57.1, the best career 
winning percentage for an OSU coach 
since Jim Lookabaugh ended his 
career in Stillwater in 1949. 
n 2004, Miles took Oklahoma 
State as high as No. 15 in the country 
with five wins to open the season. The 
2004 season included road wins at 
UCLA, Colorado and Missouri, and the 
Cowboys never lost to a team outside 
of the top 25. In addition, his 2004 
Cowboys ranked 12th in the nation in 
rushing, averaging 237 yards per 
game, and Oklahoma State was 
among the national leaders in scoring 
offense with 32.3 points a contest. 
Oklahoma State's 2003 season 
was highlighted by victories over 
eventual Big 12 Champion Kansas 
State and a bowl-bound Texas Tech 
squad. Miles and his Cowboys won 
seven straight in 2003 after a season 
opening loss at Nebraska and finished 
the season with back-to-back victories. 
The seven consecutive victories 


marked the longest winning streak by 
an Oklahoma State team since 1949 
when the Cowboys posted a perfect 9- 
0 record. 

Miles' 2003 Oklahoma State 
team featured one NFL First Round 
Draft pick in wide receiver Rashaun 
Woods and second round selection in 
running back Tatum Bell as the 
Cowboy offensive attack featured both 
a 1,000-yard rusher (Bell) and a 1,000- 
yard receiver (Woods). 

Miles was the 2002 Big 12 
Conference Coach of the Year after 
directing his second Oklahoma State 
team to an 8-5 record and the school's 
first bowl appearance since 1997. In 
2002, Miles' Cowboy offense set the 
school standard for passing offense 
(259 yards per game), while averaging 
403.3 yards of offense per game, the 
fourth-highest total at the school. 

The Cowboys, who averaged 
34.4 points per game, closed the 2002 
season with wins in six of their last 
seven games, including a 38-28 
victory over then-No. 3 ranked 
Oklahoma in the regular-season finale. 
The Cowboys capped the 2002 


season with a 33-23 win over 
Southern Miss in the Houston Bowl. 


The Assistant Coach Years 

Prior to his tenure as head coach 
at Oklahoma State, Miles was the tight 
ends coach for the Dallas Cowboys for 
three seasons from 1998-2000. During 
his three years with the Cowboys, 
Dallas won one divisional title while 
participating in the playoffs twice. In 
Dallas, Miles learned of LSU and the 
charm of the school from tight end 
David LaFleur, who starred for the 
Tigers in the 1990s. In three years of 
coaching tight ends for the Cowboys, 
Miles’ players combined for 136 
receptions for 1,287 yards and 16 
touchdowns. LaFleur, a former LSU 
All-America selection, had his best 
year under Miles in 1999, starting 16 
games and catching 35 passes for 322 
yards and seven touchdowns. 

Before going to Dallas, Miles 
served as Oklahoma State's offensive 
coordinator for three seasons from 
1995-97, including an 8-3 season and 
Alamo Bowl berth in 1997. 

Success has followed Miles at 
every stop of both his playing and 
professional career. He was a two-year 
letterman at Michigan (1974-75). 
During those two seasons, Michigan 
was a combined 18-3-2, had final 
Associated Press national rankings in 
the top 10 and participated in both the 
Rose and Orange Bowls. 

He joined Schembechler's 
Michigan coaching staff in 1980 for the 
first of two stints as a coach in Ann 
Arbor. In 1980 and 1981, Michigan 
combined for 19 wins and just five 
losses, won the Big 10 title in 1980 and 
played in the Rose and Bluebonnet 
Bowls, respectively. Miles left Michigan 
for Colorado, where he served on 
McCartney's staff from 1982 through 
1986. In his final two years at Colorado, 
the Buffs earned bids to the Freedom 
Bowl and Bluebonnet Bowl. 

In 1987, he returned to Michigan, 
where he would spend the next eight 
years as part of one of the most 
successful eras in Michigan football 
history. From 1987 to 1994, Michigan 
won 71 games, made eight straight 
bowl appearances, including four trips 
to the Rose Bowl, and finished no 
lower than No. 21 in final Associated 
Press national rankings. 

The 1989 Michigan squad 
finished 10-2, won the Big 10 
championship and finished ranked No. 
7 in the country. That would be Coach 
Bo Schembechler's final season as 
Michigan's head coach. 

When Moeller took over the 
Michigan program prior to the 1990 
season, Miles remained on the staff. 
The 1990 team finished 9-3, winning 
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the Big 10 title and the Gator Bowl. The 
following season (1991), Michigan 
finished 10-2 and with a No. 6 national 
ranking. Miles coached some of the 
best players to wear the Michigan 
uniform, including eight first-team All- 
Americans, 10 total All-Americans and 
12 players from Wolverine offensive 
lines that were NFL draftees.

Children’s Advocacy Center Celebrity 
Waiter Event. 

Miles spent a week in June of 
2006 taking part in the USO Tour, 
which had the Tiger head coach 
visiting American Troops serving in 
Kuwait and Irag. Miles was joined on 
the tour, which serves as a morale 
booster for the troops serving abroad, 
by former Notre Dame coach Lou Holtz 
and Tampa Bay Devil Rays owner 
Vincent Naimoli. 

The week-long trip took Miles to 
several U.S. bases in Kuwait and then 
on to Iraq, where he visited with 
hundreds of American Troops and 
even flew over the city of Baghdad in a 
Black Hawk.

When Miles isn’t overseeing his 
LSU football family, he can most likely 
be found in the bleachers supporting 
his wife and kids at their sporting 
events. His oldest daughter Kathryn, 
who is commonly referred to as 
“Smacker”, is one of the top junior 
swimmers in the state of Louisiana and 
as a middle schooler, helped University 
High School claim the Division IV state 
title in 2006. Smacker won the 
Division IV state championship in the 
200 freestyle and placed sixth overall 
in the 100 backstroke. Smacker also 
participates in basketball and 
volleyball. 

Miles’ two sons - Manny and Ben 
- are also avid athletes as they 
participate in everything from football, 
to wrestling.

Offensive Coordinator/Quarterbacks 


Gary Crowton, who has served as the head coach at 
Louisiana Tech and BYU and is considered one of the top 
offensive minds in all of football, enters his first season as 
LSU’s offensive coordinator after being named to the post 
in January 2007. 

Crowton comes to LSU after serving as the offensive 
coordinator at Oregon during the 2005 and 2006 
seasons. In his two years with the Ducks, Crowton 
overhauled the Oregon offense into one that was ranked 
among the best in the nation. 

In 2006, Oregon ranked No. 9 in the nation in total 
offense, averaging 422.8 yards per game, which included 241 through the air and 182 on the 
ground. Oregon led the Pac-10 in both total offense and rushing. The Ducks posted a 7-6 mark 
as they reached the Las Vegas Bowl. 

In his first year with Oregon in 2005, Crowton produced an offense that tallied the second- 
highest totals in school history in passing yards (304.5 per game) and points (34.5 per game). 
The Ducks ranked No. 8 in the nation in passing, No. 12 in scoring and No. 18 in total offense on 
their way to posting a 10-2 overall mark and reaching the Holiday Bowl. 

Crowton joined the Oregon staff after a four-year stint as head coach at Brigham Young 
from 2001-2004. During his four seasons at his alma mater, Crowton guided the Cougars to a 
26-23 record to run his head coaching career mark to 47-36 in seven years. Crowton’s best 
year with BYU came in 2001 when he led the Cougars to a 12-2 overall mark, capped with an 
appearance in the Liberty Bowl. Crowton’s BYU offense scored 40 or more points 10 times that 
year, including 70 points in a win over Tulane and 44 in a victory over California. 

BYU led the nation in total offense (542.9 per game) and scoring (46.8 per game) in 2001 
as the Cougars captured the Mountain West Conference title. Crowton was named the MWC 
Coach of the Year for his efforts in his first season at BYU. 

Other highlights for Crowton during his stay at BYU include a 44-16 win over California and a 
41-38 victory over Mississippi State in 2001, and a 20-17 win over Notre Dame to open the 
2004 campaign. 

Prior to taking the head coaching job at BYU, Crowton served as the offensive coordinator 
for two years with the Chicago Bears. In his first year with the Bears in 1999, Crowton’s offense 
ranked No. 3 in the NFL in passing with an average of 258.5 yards per game. That year, the 
Bears established a franchise record with 4,136 passing yards behind a trio of quarterbacks. 

In 2000, Crowton’s offense produced 1,000-yard rusher James Allen and also featured 
former LSU standout Eddie Kennison, who caught 55 passes for 549 yards and two scores for 
the Bears. 

Crowton joined the Bears after a four-year stretch at Louisiana Tech, three of which were as 
head coach of the Bulldogs. Crowton served as head coach at Louisiana Tech from 1996-98, 
leading the Bulldogs to an overall mark of 21-13, which included a 9-2 record in 1997. In three 
years as head coach at Louisiana Tech, Crowton’s teams scored at least 35 points 16 times. He 
also posted some of the biggest wins in school history - beating Mississippi State, 38-23, in 
1995; and beating California, 41-34, and Alabama, 26-20, in 1996. 

Crowton’s 1998 Louisiana Tech team proved to be one of the most potent offenses in the 
nation that year as the Bulldogs ranked No. 1 in the nation in passing yards with a 432.1 average 
behind All-American quarterback Tim Rattay. Tech finished the year ranked No. 2 in the nation in 
total offense, averaging 542 yards per game. 

The 1998 Bulldog offense also featured future first round draft pick in wide receiver Troy 
Edwards. Rattay and Edwards teamed up for what was one of the most explosive offensive 
displays against a nationally-ranked team to open the 1998 season. In that game, Rattay threw 
for 590 yards, while Edwards caught 21 passes for an NCAA record 405 yards against fourth- 
ranked Nebraska. 

In 1997, a year that saw Crowton lead the Bulldogs to wins over California and Alabama, 
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Gary and Maren Crowton with daughters Tara, Jenessa, Mikauli and Toriana 
and sons Dane, Quinn, and Macloud. 


Louisiana Tech ranked No. 3 in the nation in passing (360.5 per game) and total offense (496.0 
per game). 

Crowton began his 24-year coaching career as a student assistant under LaVell Edwards in 
1982 at BYU, where he earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education in 1983. He 
proceeded to serve as secondary coach at Snow (Utah) Junior College in 1983 before 
becoming offensive coordinator at the school for the next three seasons. During his stint, he 
helped lead Snow to the National Junior College Athletic Association national championship in 
1985. 

He then served as passing game coordinator at Western Illinois for one year (1987), 
followed by offensive coordinator at New Hampshire (1988-90), quarterbacks coach at Boston 
College (1991-93), co-offensive coordinator at Georgia Tech (1994), and offensive coordinator 
at Louisiana Tech (1995). Crowton was elevated to head coach at Louisiana Tech the following 
year. 

Among the standouts he has tutored include: BYU running back Luke Staley, who was the 
recipient of the Doak Walker Award as the nation’s top running back and led the nation in 
scoring in 2001; Troy Edwards, Louisiana Tech’s 1998 Biletnikoff Award honoree as the top 
collegiate receiver in the country; Louisiana Tech quarterback Tim Rattay, who finished 10th in 
balloting for the Heisman Trophy in 1999; and Boston College quarterback Glenn Foley, who 
finished fifth in the Heisman Trophy voting in 1993. 

Crowton has coached six quarterbacks who have gone on to be selected in the NFL Draft, 
including Oregon’s Kellen Clemens, who was a second round selection of the New York Jets in 
2006, and Rattay, who was a seventh round pick by the 49ers in 2000. 

The former all-league quarterback at Orem High School earned All-America acclaim at 
Snow Junior College before completing his football career as a quarterback, wide receiver and 
defensive back at Colorado State in 1978. He then ran track for one year at Idaho State before 
earning his degree at BYU. 

Crowton and his wife Maren have four daughters - Tara, Jenessa, Mikauli and Toriana - and 
three sons - Dane, Quinn, and Macloud. Crowton was born on June 14, 1957, in Provo, Utah.

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Josh Henson

Josh Henson, a former standout offensive lineman 
at Oklahoma State, enters his third year as LSU's tight 
ends coach and recruiting coordinator in 2007. 

As LSU's recruiting coordinator, Henson's abilities 
have made an immediate impact on the Tiger roster as 
LSU had the nation's No. 2-ranked signing class in 
2007 after a consensus top 6 national rating in 2006. 
For his efforts, Henson has been ranked as one of 
college football's top 25 recruiters in each of the last 
two seasons by Rivals.com. 

On the field, Henson serves as LSU's tight ends coach, a position he held at Oklahoma 
State for four years under Les Miles. Under Henson's tutelage a year ago, true freshman 
Richard Dickson earned second-team All-SEC honors as well as being an honorable 
mention Freshman All-American. Despite being in his first year of college football, Dickson 
stepped in and started nine games for the Tigers after veteran Keith Zinger went down with 
a season ending injury in September. 

In his first year at LSU, Henson's tight ends combined for 20 catches for 256 yards and 
one touchdown. Following the 2005 season, LSU tight end David Jones signed a free agent 
contract with the Cincinnati Bengals. 

At Oklahoma State, Henson was instrumental in the development of Billy Bajema, who 
was a three-year starter for the Cowboys. As a senior in 2004, Bajema was one of the top 
tight ends in the country, earning first-team All-Big 12 honors after catching 20 passes for 
293 yards and one touchdown for the Cowboys. Bajema was picked in the seventh round of 
the 2004 NFL Draft by the San Francisco 49ers. Bajema played in all 16 games for the 
AQers a year ago. 

Off the field, Bajema was selected as a National Scholar-Athlete by the National Football 
Foundation as well as earning the Bobby Bowden Award, which is given by the Fellowship 
of Christian Athletes to a student-athlete for displaying faith in all facets of their life. 

Henson was a key component in the development of Charlie Johnson, now a member of 
the Super Bow! Champion Indianapolis Colts. Johnson spent three years as a tight end 
under Henson before moving to offensive tackle as a senior. Johnson was later selected in 
the sixth round of the 2006 NFL Draft by the Colts.

Henson also played a vital role in OSU's offensive development as the Cowboys ranked 
among the top 15 scoring teams in the nation for three consecutive years. The Cowboys 
averaged over 34 points per game from 2002-04, which included 35.9 points per game in 
2003 and 34.5 points a game in 2004. 

Critical to any rushing attack is the play of the tight ends and in four years with the 
Cowboys, Henson's tight ends paved the way for a ground game that improved each year. 
The Cowboys ranked TIth in the nation in rushing in 2003 and followed that with the 
nation's 12th-best rushing attack in 2004. 

As Oklahoma State's recruiting coordinator, Henson played a key role in OSU's 2003 
signing class being ranked No. 15 in the nation by Rivals.com. A year earlier, Rivals.com 
rated the Cowboy class as the 26th-best in the country. 

As a player, Henson was a four-year letterwinner with 40 career starts for Oklahoma 
State from 1993-97. He was a starter on the offensive line as well as team captain for 
Oklahoma State's 8-4 team in 1997, a squad that played in the Alamo Bowl against Purdue. 
He was a second-team All-Big 12 selection as a senior in 1997 in addition to being an 
honorable mention All-Big 12 pick as a junior in 1996. 

Off the field, Henson was named the recipient of the L.L. Boger Award as a senior, an 
honor that recognizes a student-athlete's achievement both on the field and in the 
classroom. 

Henson graduated from Oklahoma State with a bachelor's degree in secondary 
education in 1998. Upon graduation, he went straight into coaching, serving as a high 
school football coach in Kingfisher, Okla. In one season at Kingfisher, he helped guide the 
Yellowjackets to the state semifinals. 

Henson returned to Oklahoma State as a graduate assistant in July of 1999, spending 
one year with the Cowboy offensive line before taking a fulltime position with the Cowboys 
as tight ends coach in 2001. 

Henson, a native of Tuttle, Okla., was born on July 14, 1975. He and his wife Shauna 
have a 4-year old son, Will, and a 1-year old daughter, Kate. Henson lists golf, fishing and 
hunting as his hobbies in his spare time.

Defensive Line 


Earl Lane enters his second season with the Tigers, 
serving as LSU’s defensive line coach. 

Lane joined the Tiger football coaching staff in the spring 
of 2006 following a 10-year career with South Florida. 

In his first year with the Tigers in 2006, Lane 
helped continue the recent trend that has seen LSU put 
together one of the best defensive lines in all of college 
football. 

Under Lane’s watch in 2006, the Tigers had one 
player picked in the NFL Draft (Chase Pittman - 5th 
round Cleveland Browns), one player earn First-Team 
All-America honors (Glenn Dorsey), another player be named First-Team Freshman All- 
America (Ricky Jean-Francois) and a fourth defensive lineman named Second-Team All- 
SEC (Tyson Jackson). 

Dorsey was also a First-Team All-SEC selection, while Jean-Francois earned freshman 
all-league honors. LSU accomplished all of this on the defensive line in 2006 despite having 
three starters from its 2005 defensive front selected in the NFL Draft. 

With only one returning starter on its defensive front in 2006, the Tigers didn’t appear to 
miss a beat as LSU ranked No. 3 in the nation in total defense (242.8 yards per game) and 
No. 4 in scoring defense (12.6 points per game). 

LSU's defensive front combined for 26 sacks as the Tigers led the SEC and ranked sixth 
in the nation in total sacks with 40. Tyson Jackson led all Tigers with 8.5 sacks and 10.0 
tackles for losses, while Dorsey had 8.5 tackles for losses and three sacks. Dorsey and 
Jackson have both been tabbed as preseason All-America selections heading into the 2007 
season with several publications calling Dorsey the best defensive player in college football. 

Prior to joining the Tigers in the spring of 2006, Lane helped build a South Florida 
football program from scratch. Lane was part of the first coaching staff at South Florida, 
being hired in 1996 by Jim Leavitt. Lane spent all 10 years at South Florida under Leavitt. 
During his tenure, South Florida began play in 1997 in the I-AA ranks, moved up to Division 
|-A in 2001 and earned the school's first bowl bid during the 2005 season as a member of 
the Big East Conference. 

Lane coached a defensive line that helped the Bulls rank among the top five in the 
nation in sacks in 2001 and 2002. In 2002, South Florida's defensive line accounted for 33 
of the team's 45 sacks, while a year earlier they had 31.5 of the squad's 41 sacks. 

In 2005, the Bulls ranked No. 14 in the nation in scoring defense and they were No. 18 in 
rushing defense on their way to reaching a bowl game for the first time in school history. 
USF lost to N.C. State, 14-0, in the Meineke Car Care Bowl to cap the 2005 season. 

Lane is also known as a tremendous recruiter, something that should prove to be 
beneficial for the Tigers, especially in the state of Florida. 

Prior to his coaching stint at South Florida, Lane coached linebackers for one year 
(1993) at Bloomingdale High School, followed by two years (1994-95) as the defensive 
coordinator at Brandon High School in Florida. 

Other coaching stops for Lane include: defensive coordinator at Tampa Catholic High 
School in 1980-81; defensive line coach at Tampa Chamberlain High School in 1982-83; 
defensive line coach at Tampa Gaither High School in 1984-85; and defensive coordinator 
at Tampa Bay Vo-Tech in 1991-92. 

Lane is a graduate of Northwood University in Midland, Mich., and H.B. Plant High 
School in Tampa. He and his wife Sharon have two sons, James and Sharrick, who is a 
redshirt freshman defensive lineman for the Louisiana-Lafayette football team.

Doug Mallory, who grew up in a college football family 
and has an extensive background on the defensive side of 
the ball, is in his third year as LSU's defensive backs coach. 
In two years, Mallory's impact on the LSU secondary has 
been significant and impressive as he's guided the Tigers to 
aNo.1SEC ranking and a No. 3 national rating in pass 
efficiency defense in back-to-back seasons. 

A year ago, the Tiger secondary played a key role in an 
LSU defense that was dominating in all phases. In addition 
to leading the SEC in pass efficiency defense in 2006, the 
Tigers also ranked No. 1 in the league and No. 3 in the nation 
in pass defense, allowing opponents to only 145.7 yards passing per game. That total marked the 
fewest passing yards allowed by a Tiger defense since the 1990 season. 

In 13 games in 2006, the Tigers allowed just 11 passing touchdowns after giving up 12 the year 
before. The 23 combined TD passes allowed in back-to-back seasons were the fewest by an LSU 
defense in consecutive years since the 1996-97 teams held foes to 20 touchdown passes. LSU has 
also intercepted 26 passes over the pass two years under Mallory's watch, including 16 a year ago. 

As aunit, the Tiger defense ranked No. 4 in the nation in scoring (12.6 points per game) and 
third in total defense (242.8 yards per game) in 2006. 

Mallory capped his second year with the Tigers by having free safety LaRon Landry selected 
with the sixth overall pick in the 2007 NFL Draft by the Washington Redskins as he became the 
highest drafted defensive back in school history. Landry, who earned third-team All-America honors 
in 2005, was a first-team All-America selection as a senior in 2006. 

In his first season with LSU in 2005, Mallory's secondary rated first in the SEC and third in the 
nation in pass defense efficiency with a 96.3 rating. The Tigers held opponents to a 47.3 
completion percentage, which also ranked best in the league. 

Mallory came to LSU from Oklahoma State where he spent four years on Les Miles’ staff as the 
secondary coach. In four years with the Cowboys, Mallory's secondary intercepted 54 passes with 
All-Big 12 cornerback Darrent Williams leading the way with 11. Oklahoma State ranked fourth in the Doug and Lisa Mallory with daughters Allison, Sarah and Emily.

Wide Receivers 


D.J. McCarthy, who spent the 2006 season at 
UCLA, begins his first year on the LSU staff after being 
appointed as the teams’ wide receivers coach in 
February. 

During his one season with the Bruins, McCarthy 
helped UCLA to a 7-6 mark and a berth in the Emerald 
Bowl. The Bruins capped their 2006 regular season 
with a stunning 13-9 win over second-ranked Southern 
Cal. 

Prior to joining the Bruins, McCarthy held the 
position of wide receivers coach at Central Florida for two years. While at UCF, McCarthy 
tutored two outstanding wide receivers, both of whom earned All-Conference USA acclaim 
in 2005. 

Brandon Marshall caught 74 passes for 1,195 yards and 11 touchdowns while Mike 
Walker had 64 catches for 856 yards and eight scores for the Golden Knights in 2005. 
Marshall, who was a fourth round pick of the Denver Broncos in the 2006 NFL Draft, had 
seven games of at least 100 yards and finished the year ranked No. 22 nationally in 
receiving yards per game (91.9). UCF posted an 8-5 overall mark in 2005 and went on to 
play in the Aloha Bow! that year. 

In his first season with the Golden Knights, McCarthy tutored a group of wide outs that 
included Tavaris Capers, who finished ranked in the top 10 in UCF history in career 
touchdown receptions. McCarthy also assisted in the development of Luther Huggins, who 
led the team with 42 receptions for 585 yards. 

Before arriving at UCF, McCarthy was the receivers coach at Nevada for four seasons 
(2000-2003) and was instrumental in the development of record-setting receiver Nate 
Burelson, who led the nation in receptions in 2002 with 138 catches for 1,629 yards and 12 
touchdowns. Burelson set numerous Nevada and Western Athletic Conference records, 
including receptions in a game with 19 and receiving yardage in a game with 326. 

Three of McCarthy's wide receivers at Nevada joined the NFL ranks following their careers 
with the Wolf Pack. Burelson was a third round pick of the Minnesota Vikings, while Maurice 
Mann was a fifth round selection of the Cincinnati Bengals. Mann spent last year with the 
Minnesota Vikings, while Willie Johnson was a free agent signing of the Miami Dolphins. 

McCarthy graduated from the University of Washington in 1994, where he played 
receiver for the Huskies for three seasons. He was a member of the 1991 National 
Championship team at Washington and was part of two Rose Bowl teams. McCarthy ranked 
second among wide receivers in touchdown receptions his senior season. He attended 
Long Beach City College for two years prior to transferring to Washington. 

Following Washington, McCarthy played parts of four seasons in the Arena Football 
League. He began his coaching career at his alma mater, Boca Raton High School, where 
he spent two years (1994-95). He then coached at Ft. Lauderdale High School before 
moving into the college ranks at West Hills Community College in Coalinga, Calif., where he 
coached the secondary and special teams. 

McCarthy spent two years as a defensive coaches’ assistant in the NFL with the 
Oakland Raiders (1998-99), prior to moving to Nevada. He also served as an intern with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the summer of 1998. 

McCarthy was born on July 26, 1971, in Providence, R.I. He and his wife Trisha have 
three sons - Guy, Nathan, and Dylan.

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Bo Pelini 


Defensive Coordinator 


Bo Pelini, one of the most respected and innovative 
defensive minds in football, begins his third season as LSU’s 
defensive coordinator in 2006. During his first two years with 
LSU, Pelini has established the Tiger defense as one of the 
nation’s best . 

Pelini has directed an LSU defense that ranked No. 3 in the 
nation in total defense in back-to-back seasons, while also 
ranking No. 3 nationally in scoring in 2005 and No. 4 in 2006. 
In two years with the Tigers, Pelini’s defenses have produced 
four NFL Draft picks along with four first-team All-America 
selections. 
Last year, LSU’s defense thrived in its second year under Pelini, leading the Southeastern 
Conference in six categories and ranking among the top five in the nation in total defense (No. 3 at 
242.8 yards per game), scoring defense (No. 4 at 12.6 points per game), pass defense (No. 3 at 145.7 
yards per game) and pass efficiency defense (No. 3 with a 92.2 rating). 
n 2006, the Tigers had streaks of 16 and 10 quarters without allowing a touchdown and they also 
limited opponents to only 27 first quarter points and just 87 first half points the entire season. 
n addition, the 242.8 yards LSU allowed per game last year on defense was the fewest surrendered 
bya Tiger team since the 1976 squad allowed 233.1 yards per game. Also, the LSU secondary gave up 
only 145.7 yards passing a contest a year ago, the fewest since the 1990 Tigers allowed 126.8 yards per 
game. 
LSU's 2006 defense also produced a pair of first-team All-Americans in free safety LaRon Landry 
and defensive tackle Glenn Dorsey. Landry went on to become the sixth overall pick by the Washington 
Redskins in the 2007 NFL Draft. 
Pelini made an immediate impact in his first year at LSU, taking over a Tiger defense that ranked 
among the best in the nation the two previous years and making them even better. With an attacking 
style, Pelini's 2005 defense ranked among the top 10 in the nation in four categories, including No. 3 
nationally in total defense (266.8 yards per game), scoring defense (14.2 points per game) and pass 
defense efficiency (96.3 rating). LSU also ranked No. 6 in the nation in total defense (91.5 yards per 
game). 
Pelini's defense allowed seven points or less six times, including holding Miami to only three points 
in the 2005 Peach Bowl. The Tiger defense also held opponents out of the endzone in the first quarter 
11 times in 13 games in 2005. 
LSU's most dominating defensive performance came in the season finale against Miami as the 
Tigers limited the Hurricanes to 153 yards of offense and only six first downs in the 40-3 victory. In the 
second half, the Hurricanes mustered only three yards of offense as they were held without a first down 
for the final two quarters. 
Following the 2005 season, defensive tackles Kyle Williams and Claude Wroten were both selected 
as first-team All-Americans. Williams (fifth round Bills) and Wroten (third round Rams) were joined in

the 2006 NFL Draft by defensive end Melvin Oliver, who was a sixth round pick by the 49ers. 

In 2004, Pelini served as Oklahoma's co-defensive coordinator and defensive backs coach, helping 
the Sooners to the national championship game against USC. In his only season in Norman, Oklahoma 
ranked sixth in the nation in rushing defense, allowing only 94 yards per game. The Sooners were Tith 
nationally in scoring, limiting opponents to just 16 points per contest. 

Prior to his stint with Oklahoma, Pelini spent the 2003 season as the defensive coordinator for 10-3 
Nebraska. In Lincoln, Pelini led a Cornhusker defense that tied the school record with 47 turnovers. In 
addition, Nebraska was No. 2 in the nation in takeaways and led the nation in turnover margin at +1.77 
per game. 
Pelini's defense also led the nation in pass efficiency defense (88.66 rating), ranked No. 2 in 
scoring defense (14.5 points per game), No. 11 in passing yards per game (177.8 yards per game), and 
No. 11 in total defense (297.2 yards per game). 
At the conclusion of the 2003 regular season, Pelini was promoted to interim head coach at 
Nebraska where he guided the Cornhuskers to a 17-3 win over Michigan State in the Alamo Bowl. 
Pelini's defense held the Spartans to only 174 total yards, nearly 210 yards below their season average, 
while also sacking MSU quarterback Jeff Smoker five times and intercepting three passes. 

Pelini's coaching background includes nine years in the NFL coaching for the San Francisco 49ers, 
he New England Patriots and the Green Bay Packers. Pelini broke into the NFL in 1994 as assistant 
secondary coach for head coach George Seifert and the 49ers. Originally hired as a scouting assistant, 
Pelini was quickly promoted to defensive backs coach in the spring of 1994. Less than a year after his 
promotion to defensive backs coach, Pelini was coaching in the Super Bowl, helping the 49ers to a 49- 
26 win over San Diego in Super Bowl XXIX. Pelini held that position for three years before moving to the 
Patriots for the 1997 season. 

As a member of the Patriots staff, Pelini coached the linebackers under head coach Pete Carroll. 
Pelini helped the Patriots go 27-21 over a three-year period with the club making the playoffs twice. 
Pelini's efforts were highlighted with a Pro Bowl appearance by Chris Slade in 1997, the first Patriot 
inebacker to be named All-Pro since 1989. 

After three years with the Patriots, Pelini moved to the Packers, coaching linebackers for three 
seasons. In three years in Green Bay with head coach Mike Sherman, the Packers posted a 33-15 
record and advanced twice. In 2002, the Packer defense ranked fourth in the NFL in pass defense, 
allowing 188.4 yards per game. 

Pelini got his start in coaching in 1991, serving as a graduate assistant coach at lowa. From there he 
moved into the high school ranks, serving as quarterbacks coach at his alma mater, Cardinal Mooney 
High School, in Youngstown, Ohio, in 1993 before taking the leap to the 49ers. 

As a player, Pelini was a standout free safety at Ohio State, earning four letters from 1987-90. He 
helped the Buckeyes to a 15-8 record over his final two seasons. He was a three-time selection to the 
Academic All-Big Ten team as well as serving as team captain for the Buckeyes as a senior in 1990. He 
played in two bowl games during his collegiate career, appearing in the Hall of Fame Bowl in January of 
1990 and the Liberty Bowl in December of 1990. 

Pelini is a 1990 graduate of Ohio State. He and his wife, Mary Pat, have one son, Patrick, and two 
daughters, Kate and Caralyn.

Special Teams Coordinator/Linebackers 


Bradley Dale Peveto is in his third season with LSU, serving 
in a dual capacity as the Tigers linebackers coach as well as 
special teams coordinator. 

As linebackers coach, Peveto's development of players at 
that position has been critical to the success of the Tiger 
defense. In two years with the Tigers, Peveto has developed 
senior Ali Highsmith and junior Darry Beckwith into two of the 
nation's premier linebackers. As a unit, the Tiger linebackers are 
rated No.5 in the nation by The Sporting News going into the 
2007 season. 

Ayear ago, Beckwith, then a sophomore, ranked second on 
the squad with 65 tackles, while Highsmith was fourth on the 
team with 63 stops. Highsmith was a second-team All-SEC pick in 2006. Despite starting a pair of first 
time starters at linebacker in 2006 in Beckwith and Luke Sanders, LSU's defense still ranked No. 3 in the 

nation in total defense and No. 4 nationally in scoring defense. 

As special teams coordinator, Peveto directed a unit that returned both a punt and kickoff for 
touchdowns in 2007. LSU return specialist Craig Davis earned second-team All-SEC honors in 2006 after 
averaging 14.2 yards on punt returns. Davis was picked in the first round of the 2007 NFL Draft by the San 
Diego Chargers. LSU finished the 2006 season by connecting on 9-of- 14 field goals and 57-of-58 extra 
point attempts. 

In two years as LSU's special teams coordinator, the Tigers have returned two punts for touchdowns 
and a kickoff for a score. They have also blocked five kicks, and converted 23-of-38 field goals and 102-of- 
104 extra points. 

In 2005, Peveto's impact was immediate as the Tigers fielded some of the best special teams units in 
the country. LSU ranked first in the SEC and fifth in the nation in net punting (39.0 average). The Tigers 
were also first in the conference in kickoff coverage (45.5 net average) and second in the league and 12th 
nationally in punt return average (14.1). LSU's field goal and point-after-touchdown units were also much 
improved as the Tigers converted 45-of-46 PATs in 2005 and connected on 14-of-24 field goals. 

Individually, LSU punter/placekicker Chris Jackson ranked first in the SEC in punts downed inside the 
20-yard line with 26 and he had six field goals of 40-yards or longer, which ranked second in the league. 
Skyler Green earned first-team All-America honors as a return specialist after returning 27 punts for 359 
yards (13.3 average) and one TD. 

In 2005, Peveto's linebacker corps of Highsmith, Cameron Vaughn, Kenneth Hollis and E.J. Kuale 
were among the best in the SEC. Vaughn ranked first on the team with 83 tackles, while Highsmith was 
second with 75 stops. Vaughn is in his second season with the Denver Broncos. As a unit, LSU's defense 
ranked among the top 10 in the nation in four categories in 2005 and they were either first or second in the 
SEC in five categories. 

Peveto joined the Tigers in the spring of 2005 after a two-year stint at Middle Tennessee State. Peveto 
served as secondary coach in 2003 before being elevated to defensive coordinator/linebacker coach in 
2004. A native of Orangefield, Texas, Peveto led a Blue Raider defense that ranked second in the Sun Belt 
Conference in rushing defense. 

Prior to his arrival at Middle Tennessee, Peveto spent four years (1999-2002) at Houston as the 
Cougars’ co-defensive coordinator and secondary coach. During his stay in Houston, he had four players 
earn five all-conference awards while three were placed on the league's all-freshman squad. In 1999, the 
Cougar defense ranked 25th in total defense, 20th in rushing defense and 22nd in scoring defense and 
tied for 14th nationally with 28 forced turnovers. 

Prior to arriving in Houston, Peveto served as the defensive coordinator and linebackers coach at 
Northwestern State (La.) University for three years from 1996 to 1998. 

While he was in Natchitoches, Peveto helped the Demons capture back-to-back Southland Football

League Championships and NCAA I-AA playoff berths. Peveto's "Purple Swarm" defense was ranked 
nationally in several statistical categories during each of his three seasons and four of his players earned 
All-America honors. In addition, four Demon players were selected in the NFL draft. The 1998 
Northwestern State team went 11-3, reached the I-AA semifinals, and was ranked third nationally. 
Under his direction, the Demon defense also set single-game records for fewest yards allowed, fewest 
rushing yards allowed, and most quarterback sacks. NSU also set school season records for most 
defensive touchdowns scored. In addition, the "Purple Swarm" also set season records for quarterback 
sacks in two of his three seasons, accumulating 52 in 1998 and 122 in the last three years. 
Before his stint at Northwestern State, Peveto spent two seasons on Danny Ford's staff at Arkansas, 
while the Razorbacks won the SEC Western Division title with an 8-5 overall mark and played in the 
Carquest Bowl in 1995. While at Arkansas, Peveto served as special teams coordinator and linebackers 
coach. 
Prior to going to Fayetteville, Peveto served as the outside linebackers coach and special teams 
coordinator at Southern Miss in 1992 and 1993. He also coached the defensive line, linebackers and 
secondary at Stephen F. Austin from 1988 to 1991, serving as the special teams coordinator all four years 
as the Lumberjacks led the nation in punt returns in 1989. SFA also won the Southland Conference and 
advanced to the 1989 I-AA championship game. His secondary was nationally ranked in passing efficiency 
defense in 1990 and 1991. 
A 1987 graduate of SMU, Peveto began his coaching career as a secondary coach at Trinity Valley 
Community College. Peveto was a four-year letterman for the Mustangs and played in four bowl games 
(Cotton, Sun, Aloha and Mirage). During his playing career, SMU won two Southwest Conference 
championships (1982 and 1984) and had a combined record of 43-14-1. 

Peveto served as team captain in 1986 and earned the Wild Mustang Special Teams Player of the Year 
award and the Mike Kelsey Award for attitude, hustle and desire as a senior. He also was a member of the 
1984 SWC All-Academic team. 

Peveto comes from a family with a rich football coaching tradition. His late father, Ed, coached high 
school football in the southeast Texas area and was inducted into the Greater Houston Coaches Hall of 
Honor in 1993 and into the Golden Triangle Coaches Hall of Fame in 1997. Two of his brothers, Jeff and 
Garey Birt, coach at high schools in the southeast Texas area. 

Peveto is married to the former Melissa Weser, and the couple has a daughter, Payton Marie (5), anda 
son, Jacob Edward (2).

Assistant Head Coach/Running Backs 


Larry Porter, a former standout running back at 
Memphis, is in his third year as LSU's running backs 
coach after a three-year stint on Les Miles’ staff at 
Oklahoma State. He also serves as the Tigers’ assistant 
head coach after being promoted to that position in the 
spring of 2006. 

In addition to his duties as running backs coach, 
Porter is also noted for being one of the nation’s top 
recruiters. Rivals.com named Porter its 2007 National 
Recruiter of the Year in February after the Tigers landed 
a consensus top-three signing class. 

In 2006, Porter coordinated LSU's running back-by-committee approach as the Tigers 
started four different players, including two true freshmen, at tailback. In 13 games, the 
Tigers had five different running backs lead the team in rushing. Junior Jacob Hester led the 
Tigers in rushing with 440 yards and six scores. Hester added another 269 yards and three 
touchdowns on 35 receptions, which ranks as the third-highest total for a running back in 
school history. 

A pair of true freshmen in Charles Scott and Keiland Williams also burst onto the scene 
during the 2006 season, giving the Tigers a glimpse of what the future may hold. Scott and 
Williams combined for 713 yards and 10 TDs. Williams capped his first season with the 
Tigers in a big way, rushing for 107 yards and a pair of scores in LSU’s 41-14 win over Notre 
Dame in the Sugar Bowl. 

As aunit, the Tigers ranked second in the SEC in rushing in 2006 with 165.8 yards per 
game. The Tigers also had 25 rushing TDs in 2006, a figure that ranked No. 2 in the league. 

In his first year with the team in 2005, Porter made an immediate impact on LSU's 
running game as the Tigers, despite losing perhaps the top runner in the SEC in Alley 
Broussard to a knee injury in mid-August, still managed to rush for 1,951 yards and 21 
touchdowns. LSU's rushing offense ranked fourth in the SEC, while the 21 rushing TDs was 
the second-highest total in the league. 

Joseph Addai had his best year in a Tiger uniform in 2005, rushing for 911 yards and nine 
touchdowns, while Justin Vincent added 488 yards and five scores. Addai had five 100-yard 
rushing games, capped by a 130-yard, one-TD performance in LSU's 40-3 win over Miami in 
the Peach Bowl. He went on to become a first round draft pick of the Indianapolis Colts in 
the 2006 NFL Draft, becoming the first LSU running back taken in the first round of the NFL 
Draft since Harvey Williams was the 21st overall pick by the Chiefs in 1991. Addai was a 
finalist for NFL Rookie of the Year in 2006 and he played a key role in the Colts’ Super Bowl 
victory over the Chicago Bears. 

At Oklahoma State, Porter's stable of running backs continued the tradition of "Tailback 
U.", as he coached 1,000-yard rushers for three straight seasons. In 2004, Vernand 
Morency earned second-team All-Big 12 honors after rushing for 1,474 yards, which ranked 
eighth in the nation, and 12 touchdowns. 

A year earlier, Tatum Bell earned first-team All-Big 12 honors with 1,286 yards and 16 
touchdowns. Bell and Morency combined for 2,204 yards and 24 TDs for the Cowboys in 
2003. Bell then went on to become a second round draft pick by the Denver Broncos in the 
2004 NFL Draft. In his first season at OSU, Porter guided Bell to a 1,096-yard, 11-TD season 
for 8-5 Oklahoma State. 

Prior to his arrival in Stillwater, Porter spent three years at Arkansas State, where he 
coached Jonathan Adams to back-to-back 1,000-yard seasons. Adams rushed for 1,004 
yards and six touchdowns in 2000 and followed that with another 1,004 yards and five 
scores in 2001. Under Porter's tutelage, Adams capped his career as the second-leading 
rusher in Arkansas State history.

Porter began his coaching career at Wooddale High School in Memphis, Tenn., serving 
as head track and field coach, while assisting with the running backs and secondary on the 
football squad. After two years at Wooddale, Porter moved to the collegiate ranks, coaching 
the running backs at Tennessee-Martin in 1998. 

During his playing days, Porter was a four-year letterwinner at Memphis where he was 
co-captain of the 1993 Tiger squad. Porter capped his career as the fourth-leading rusher in 
Memphis history, totaling 2,194 yards and 20 touchdowns. Porter’s 2,194 rushing yards 
currently ranks No. 5 in Memphis history, while his 20 rushing TDs is fourth all-time at the 
school. In all, Porter led the Tigers in rushing yards for three years during his career. 

As a rookie in 1990, Porter rushed for 206 yards against Arkansas State, the highest 
single-game total for a freshman in school history. Porter had a total of six 100-yard games 
during his career, a figure that ranks fourth in Memphis history. 

Porter graduated from Memphis in 1996 with a bachelor's degree in education. A native 
of Jackson, Miss., Porter and his wife Sharmane have three children, Brandon, Omari and 
Olivia.

Greg Studrawa 


Offensive Line 


Greg Studrawa, who served as the offensive 
coordinator at Bowling Green for the past four years, 
enters his first year with LSU as the school’s offensive 
line coach after being named to the position in January 
2007. 

Studrawa held the position of offensive coordinator 
at Bowling Green from 2003-06, guiding the Falcons to 
some of the top offenses at both the national and Mid- 
America Conference level during that time. He was also 
the assistant head coach for the Falcons during the 
2006 season. 

In his four years as the offensive coordinator at Bowling Green, the Falcons played in two 
bowl games - beating Northwestern, 28-24, in the 2003 Motor City Bowl and defeating 
Memphis, 52-39, in the 2004 GMAC Bowl - and recorded a combined record of 30-19. 
Studrawa also helped lead the Falcons to two of the biggest wins in school history as they 
beat 16th-ranked Purdue, 27-26, in 2003 and then followed that with a 34-18 victory over 
12th-ranked Northern Illinois later that year. 

n 2005, Studrawa led a Bowling Green offense that ranked second in the Mid-America 
Conference in both passing (283.9) and scoring (33.8) and was third in the league in pass 
efficiency (142.4). 

n 2004, BGSU finished second nationally in total offense with a MAC record 506.3 yards 
per game. The Falcons were also third in the nation in passing (338.3) and turnover margin 
(1.25), and fourth in scoring with a MAC record 44.3 points per game. 

n 2004, the Falcons had four games of scoring at least 50 points as they averaged 49.4 
points over their final nine games of the season. The 2004 season saw the Falcons go 9-3 
overall, which included the 52-35 victory over Memphis in the GMAC Bowl in Mobile, Ala. 
ndividually, quarterback Omar Jacobs was named the 2004 MAC Offensive Player of the 
Year after leading the nation in TD passes with a league record 41. Jacobs was second in the 
nation in passing yards per game as well as total offense. In addition, his 41 TD-to-4 
interception passing ratio set an NCAA record. Jacobs went on to become a fifth round NFL 
Draft pick by the Pittsburgh Steelers in 2006. Jacobs is currently with the Kansas City Chiefs. 

Studrawa also guided an offensive line that allowed a league-low 11 sacks in 2004 as 
three members of that interior line were named All-MAC, including left tackle Rob Warren, 
center Scott Mruczkowski and left guard Kory Lichtensteiger. Mruczkowski was selected in 
the seventh round of the 2005 NFL Draft by the San Diego Chargers where he is currently a 
backup offensive lineman. 

In his first year as Bowling Green’s offensive coordinator, Studrawa guided the Falcon 
offense to a No. 3 national ranking in total offense. The Falcons were also ranked ‘ith 
nationally in passing, 14th in pass efficiency and No. 18 in rushing. 

The 2003 Bowling Green offense broke a total of 10 school records during the season - 
six team and four individual - on its way to an 11-3 overall mark, which was capped with a 28- 
24 win over Big Ten member Northwestern in the Motor City Bowl.

Moffitt most recently earned the distinction of being named 
the 2003 College Strength and Conditioning Coach of the Year by 
America Football Monthly. It was Moffitt's offseason conditioning 
program that helped lay the foundation for LSU's national championship run in 2003 as the 
Tigers posted a 13-1 overall mark and beat Oklahoma, 21-14, in the Nokia Sugar Bow! to claim 
he school's first national title since 1958. 

Since taking over his current position at LSU, Moffitt's offseason program has helped the 
Tigers post a 70-20 mark. 

Moffitt was appointed as LSU's Strength and Conditioning Coordinator on Jan. 10, 2000. 
n February of 2000, Moffitt was named the 1999 Collegiate Football Strength and Conditioning 
Coach of the Year by the Professional Football Strength and Conditioning Coaches Society. 

In seven years with the Tigers, Moffitt has developed LSU into one of the most durable 
eams around by combining a program that focuses on both strength and speed. Moffitt has 
also incorporated a weekly karate routine in the Tigers’ offseason program. The karate program 
increases the player's flexibility, while forcing the team to stay focused for a lengthy period of 
ime. 

Moffitt served as the head strength and conditioning coach at Miami for two years, helping 
head coach Butch Davis rebuild the Hurricane program. While at Miami, Moffitt was named the 
998 Big East Strength Coach of the Year. Moffitt went to Miami after four seasons, 1994-97, 
as associate head strength and conditioning coach at Tennessee. 

A 1986 graduate of Tennessee Tech, Moffitt started his career as an assistant football 
coach at John Curtis High School in River Ridge, La., from 1987-94, earning the 1992 award as 
he National High School Strength Coach of the Year, given by the Professional Football 
Strength and Conditioning Coaches Society.

Brumbaugh began his professional playing career in 2000, signing a free agent contract 
with the NFL’s San Francisco 49ers. He played one season with the XFL’s Birmingham Bolts 
and head coach Gerry DiNardo, spent one year with the Arena Football League’s Georgia Force 
and head coach Marty Lowe and played a season of AFL II with the Birmingham Steel Dogs 
and head coach Bobby Humphries.

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SEASON REVIEW 


The 2006 season proved to be one of the most successful in the 
history of LSU football. For the first time in school history, the Tigers 
put together back-to-back Tl-win seasons, capped with a 41-14 victory 
over Notre Dame in the Allstate Sugar Bowl. Behind the arm of 
JaMarcus Russell and the play of a stout defense the Tigers posted 
an 11-2 overall mark and climbed all the way to No. 3 in the final polls, 
giving them back-to-back top-five rankings in their first two years 
under Les Miles. Individually, LSU had a pair of First-Team All- 
America selections in defensive tackle Glenn Dorsey and free safety 
LaRon Landry. LSU added another first in school history as the 
Tigers had four players selected in the first round of the NFL Draft, 
including the No. 1 overall pick in Russell. 
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Tigers Ranked In Nation’s Top Five In Consecutive 
Seasons For First Time Since 1958-59 

With its win over Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl, LSU 
capped the 2006 season ranked No. 3 in both national 
polls. The No. 3 final ranking in 2006, coupled with the 
No. 5 national ranking in 2005, marked the first time 
since 1958-59 that the Tigers were ranked in the top 5 in 
the final rankings in consecutive years. 


Tiger Defense Among Nation’s Best In 2006 

LSU's defense was not only the best in the Southeastern 
Conference during the 2006 season, but they were one of 
the best in the country under second-year coordinator Bo 
Pelini. As a unit, the Tigers allowed just 12.6 points per 
game and only 242.8 yards per contest. The Tigers 
ranked first in the SEC in six categories and were among 
the top five in the nation in five statistical rankings. The 
following is a look at how LSU ranked in the SEC and in 
the nation in the defensive statistics in 2006:

Former LSU standout JaMarcus Russell became 
only the second player in school history to be 
selected with the No. 1 overall pick in the NFL Draft 
as he, along with FS LaRon Landry and WRs 
Dwayne Bowe and Craig Davis, were all taken in 
the first round of the draft. For the first time in the 
history of the NFL Draft, LSU had four players 
selected in the first round. The previous high for first 
round draft picks from LSU came in 1951 when the 
Tigers had three players selected. Russell was taken 
No. 1 overall by the Oakland Raiders; Landry was 
selected with the sixth overall pick by the Washington 
Redskins; Bowe was taken 23rd overall by the 
Kansas City Chiefs; and Davis was tabbed with the 
30th overall pick by the San Diego Chargers. Bowe, a 
Miami native, and Davis, a native of New Orleans, 
became only the third set of receivers from the same 
school to be drafted in the first round since the 
inception of the Common NFL Draft in 1967. The only 
other two times its happened came in 1997 when 
Florida’s Ike Hilliard and Reidel Anthony were taken 
in the first round and in 2001 when Miami's Santa 
Moss and Reggie Wayne were both first round picks. 
In addition, DE Chase Pittman was a fifth round 
selection by the Cleveland Browns during the second 
day of the draft. 


Russell Named Winner Of Manning 

Award As Nation’s Top Quarterback 
JaMarcus Russell added another honor to his 
lengthy list last spring when he was named the 
recipient of the 2006 Manning Award, which is given 
to the nation’s best quarterback. It’s the only 
quarterback award that takes into consideration a 
player's performance in a bowl game. Russell 
capped his career with the Tigers by connecting on 
21 of 34 passes for a career-best 332 yards and two 
touchdowns against Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl.

November Reign - Tigers Have Won 15 Straight Games In November 
With its 31-26 win over No. 5 ranked Arkansas, LSU ran its streak of victories in 
November to 15 straight. LSU hasn't lost a game in the month of November since 
a 21-20 last-second defeat to Arkansas in 2002. LSU was 4-0 in November in 
2003 and then followed that with a 3-0 mark in November 2004 and a 4-0 mark 
in November games last year. Dating back to the 2000 season, LSU is 22-3 in 
games played in November, which includes a 10-2 mark in road games. Both of 
those road losses have come at the hands of Arkansas in Little Rock.

(2004) with Oklahoma State. 


Russell-To-Bowe TD Combination Best Tandem In School History 

The pitch and catch combination of JaMarcus Russell-to-Dwayne Bowe 
finished their careers in 2006 as the most prolific scoring tandem in school history. 
The pair hooked up for 23 TDs during their career (Russell throwing and Bowe 
catching) to move past Tommy Hodson and Wendell Davis for first place on the all- 
time LSU list. Russell and Bowe hooked up for 8 TDs in 2005 after combining for 
four scores in 2004. In 2006, the duo combined for Tl touchdowns.

Tigers Win Eight Home Games For First Time In School History 

The win over Ole Miss on Nov. 18 gave the Tigers their first eight-win home 
season record in school history. It also marks only the 12th time in school history 
that the Tigers have gone undefeated at home. LSU last did it in 2004 by 
posting a 7-0 mark. Prior to that, LSU hadn't gone undefeated at home since a 
7-0 record in 1972. This year marks only the second time in school history that 
the Tigers have played eight games in Tiger Stadium. The other came in 1949 
when LSU recorded a 7-1 mark at home. 


Tigers Scored At Least 40 Points Five Times 

By racking up 49 points against Kentucky, LSU went over the 40-point mark a 
school-record tying five times in 2006. The 2003 team scored 40 points five 
times in 14 games that year. The 2006 team became the first squad in school 
history to score 40 or more points during the first seven weeks of a season. 


Miles' 22 Wins After 26 Games Ties For Highest Total In LSU History 
LSU coach Les Miles has won 22 of his first 26 games, which ties with Bernie 
Moore for the most in school history. Miles is currently 22-4 as LSU's head 
coach, while Moore posted an 22-3-1 mark during his first 26 games in Baton 
Rouge.

Russell, Defense Dominant In 45-3 
Dismantling Of Louisiana-Lafayette 


JaMarcus Russell looked to be in mid-season form and the Tiger defense seemed to pick 
up where last season left off as eighth-ranked LSU rolled to a 45-3 season-opening win over 
Louisiana-Lafayette. Russell, seeing his first action since the SEC title game a year ago, 
connected on 13-of-17 passes for 253 yards and threw a career-high three TD passes in the 
victory, including a 58-yarder to Brandon LaFell on LSU's first possession of the contest. 
Minutes later CB Jonathan Zenon returned an interception 20-yards for a touchdown, giving 
he Tigers a 14-0 lead just five minutes into the game. ULL's only points came early in the 
second quarter on a field goal as the Tiger defense stretched its streak of not allowing a 
‘ouchdown to 10 quarters. The Tigers closed out the first half with Russell throwing TD passes 
‘o Early Doucet and Dwayne Bowe as LSU led 28-3 at halftime. Jacob Hester and Alley 
Broussard added TD runs in the second half for the Tigers as LSU rolled up 469 yards of 
offense compared to just eight first downs and 176 yards for the Cajuns. For the contest, LSU's 
hree quarterbacks combined to connect on 17-of-23 passes for 299 yards and three scores, 
while the Tigers racked up 170 yards on the ground, with Broussard leading the way with 46 
yards on eight carries in his first action since a severe knee injury in August 2005.

LSU Overwhelms Arizona, 45-3 


LSU struck early and often and never looked back as the Tigers scored on their first 
possession for the second straight week on their way to a 45-3 win over Arizona. LSU's 
defense also added first quarter points for the second straight week when Jonathan 
Zenon returned an interception 41 yards for a score, giving LSU a 14-0 lead. The Tigers 
extended their lead to 24-0 early in the second quarter on a 17-yard run by Alley 
Broussard. LSU extended the lead to 38-0 in the third quarter with a pair of touchdowns in 
a two minute span, the first coming on a 28-yard run by Jacob Hester and the second 
coming on a 29-yard TD pass from JaMarcus Russell to Dwayne Bowe. Charles Scott 
capped the LSU scoring midway through the fourth quarter with a 38-yard run. For the 
game, the Tigers racked up 461 yards of offense compared to just 152 yards for Arizona. 
Russell threw for 196 yards and two scores, while Hester rushed for 43 yards and a score 
and caught six passes for 53 yards and a touchdown. Defensively, the Tigers intercepted 
three passes and forced a fumble in limiting the Wildcats to just three fourth quarter points. 
LB Darry Beckwith led the Tigers with nine tackles and 1.5 sacks, while SS Jessie 
Daniels had five tackles, a tackle for a loss and forced a fumble.

Tigers Dominant In All Phases 
in 49-7 Win Over Tulane 


LSU bounced back from its disappointing loss to Auburn a week earlier with a 49-7 victory 
over Tulane in Tiger Stadium. LSU scored early and often in the contest, building a 14-0 first 
quarter lead and then stretching it to 28-0 at halftime. Early Doucet scored three first half 
touchdowns, two on passes from JaMarcus Russell and the other coming on a 17-yard run. 
Freshman Charles Scott added an eight-yard run to cap the first half scoring for the Tigers. 
Scott added another scoring run in the third quarter as the Tigers built a 35-0 lead. Scott 
finished the game with a career-best 101 yards rushing as the Tigers had 201 yards on the 
ground in the contest. LSU rounded out the scoring with TD runs of seven-yards by Matt 
Flynn and 6-yards by Jacob Hester. For the game, LSU limited the Green Wave to just 231 
total yards and one fourth quarter touchdown, which came against LSU's defensive backups. 
Tulane did become the first team in 2006 to surpass the 200-yard mark on the Tigers as the 
Green Wave eclipsed the mark late in the fourth quarter against LSU defensive reserves. 
Russell connected on 17-of-23 passes for 198 yards and two TDs. As a team, the Tigers rushed 
for five scores in the game.

Russell Passes LSU Past Mississippi 
State, 48-17 


LSU scored touchdowns on its first five possessions, building a 35-0 lead just 20 minutes into 
the contest as the ninth-ranked Tigers rolled to a 48-17 win over Mississippi State. The game 
was delayed 52 minutes just after halftime due to lightning. LSU led 35-3 when the game was 
halted with just over 10 minutes left in the third quarter. JaMarcus Russell completed 15 of 
his first 16 passes on his way to the best passing day of his career. Russell finished 18 of 20 for 
a career-best 330 yards and 3 TDs. Russell threw first half TD passes of 9, 37, and 6 yards. 
For the game, the Tigers piled up 446 yards of total offense, including 338 passing and 108 
rushing. Charles Scott, making his first career start, rushed for 27 yards and 2 TDs for the 
Tigers. Jacob Hester led the Tigers in rushing with 49 yards and 1 TD. Craig Davis led LSU 
in receiving with 6 receptions for 101 yards and a TD, while Dwayne Bowe added 5 catches 
for 95 yards and a score. Defensively, LSU limited State to just 14 yards rushing and 226 yards 
of offense. LSU sacked MSU quarterbacks five times as the Tigers held the Bulldogs to 3-and- 
out on five of their seven first half possessions.

Special Teams Blunders Doom 
Tigers in 23-10 Loss to Florida 


Fumbles on a punt return and a kickoff return along with a blocked punt were too much for 
LSU to overcome as the Tigers dropped a 23-10 decision to Florida in Gainesville. In all, LSU 
urned the ball over five times, including once at the Florida one-yard line, leading to 16 of the 
Gators’ 23 points, including all 14 of their first half points. LSU took the early lead in the 
contest, scoring on a two-yard pass from JaMarcus Russell to Jacob Hester midway 
hrough the first quarter. The Tigers appeared to be in control of the game after forcing the 
Gators to punt on their next possession. However, Chevis Jackson muffed the punt and 
Florida recovered at the LSU 19-yard line. The Gators tied the game six plays later. LSU again 
looked to have regained control of the contest, going 75 yards on 17 plays before a fumble on 
he center-quarterback exchange at the Florida one-yard line. The Gators took the lead for 
good just before halftime on a one-yard scoring pass play. LSU then fumbled the second half 
kickoff resulting in a safety for the Gators. Florida took the ensuing kickoff and went 67 yards 
on five plays to take a 23-10 lead early in the third quarter. LSU had its chances down the 
stretch, but interceptions deep in Florida territory, erased those scoring opportunities for the 
Tigers. Russell finished the game with 228 yards passing and one TD as he connected on 24- 
of-41 attempts. Craig Davis led the Tigers with eight catches for 85 yards, while Hester 
rushed for 43 yards on nine carries. LaRon Landry tallied 12 tackles and blocked a fourth 
quarter punt to pace a Tiger defense that limited Florida to 288 yards of offense.

LSU Defense Shuts Down Fresno State 
in 38-6 Win in Wet Tiger Stadium 


The LSU defense stretched its streak of not allowing a TD to nine straight quarters as the 
Tigers had little trouble in a 38-6 non-conference win over Fresno State in a wet Tiger 
Stadium. Despite an afternoon filled with rain and lightning in the Baton Rouge area, the game 
was delayed just four minutes after the teams mutually agreed upon a 10-minute warm-up. It 
didn’t seem to bother the Tigers as LSU needed only five plays to score its first TD, which came 
on a 38-yard run by Trindon Holliday at the 10:52 mark in the first quarter. LSU’s Craig 
Davis followed that with a 77-yard punt return for a TD, giving the Tigers a 14-0 lead just seven 
minutes into the contest. LSU led 17-3 at halftime. In the second half, Alley Broussard scored 
on a 21-yard run to stretch the margin to 24-6 late in the third quarter. LSU opened the fourth 
quarter with a 58-yard TD pass from JaMarcus Russell to Dwayne Bowe, which tied the 
school record for career receiving TDs at 21. Russell connected with Davis on a 30-yard TD 
pass four minutes later to cap the scoring for the Tigers. For the game, LSU gained 394 yards 
of offense, while holding Fresno State to just 211 yards and only 11 first downs. Russell paced 
the Tigers by connecting on 15-of-19 passes for 210 yards and two TDs, while Broussard 
rushed for 67 yards and one score. Defensively, LB Darry Beckwith and S Craig Steltz 
each had 11 tackles for the Tigers, while LB Ali Highsmith added 8 tackles and a pair of sacks.

Russell's Last Minute Heroics 
Leads Tigers Past Tennessee, 28-24 


LSU QB JaMarcus Russell connected with Early Doucet on a four-yard TD pass with nine 
seconds left to lift the 13th-ranked Tigers to a 28-24 come-from-behind win over No. 8 
Tennessee. The win was only the second ever for LSU in Knoxville and the first since a 34-9 
victory in 1988. Trailing 24-21 with just over seven minutes left in the contest, Russell engineered 
a 15-play, 80-yard scoring drive, which included converting on a fourth-and-8 situation, to lead 
the Tigers to the victory. The victory came despite a fourth quarter that saw the Tigers lose a pair 
of turnovers as well as a 21-17 lead. Tennessee took a 24-21 lead at the 7:29 mark following a 
Dwayne Bowe fumble at the UT 46-yard line. On UT's first play following the turnover, Jonathan 
Crompton completed a 54-yard TD pass to Robert Meachem. The Tigers controlled the contest 
early, taking a 7-0 lead early in the second quarter on a 23-yards pass from Russell to Craig 
Davis. Tennessee added 10 second quarter points to take a 10-7 lead at halftime. Tennessee 
scored its 17th unanswered point just two minutes into the third quarter when Demetrice Morley 
returned an interception 31-yard for a TD, giving the Vols a 17-7 lead. LSU didn't fold, however, as 
the Tigers responded with a 10-play, 77-yard drive to pull to within 17-14 on a five-yard pass from 
Russell to Dwayne Bowe. The Tigers then took the lead on their next possession as Keiland 
Williams raced seven-yards for a score, putting LSU up 21-17 with just under three minutes left 
in the quarter to setup the fourth quarter fireworks between the teams. For the game, the Tigers 
racked up 478 yards compared to just 248 for the Vols as LSU had 41 minutes of possession time 
to UT's 19 minutes. Russell led the Tigers with 247 yards passing and three TDs. He also added 
71 yards rushing on seven carries. Doucet led all LSU receivers with eight catches for 73 yards 
and the game-winning TD.

LSU Rallies From 13-Point Fourth Quarter 
Deficit To Beat Ole Miss, 23-20, In OT 


LSU rallied from a 13-point fourth quarter deficit to post a 23-20 overtime win over Ole Miss. 
LSU PK Colt David clinched the comeback victory for the Tigers with a 26-yard field goal in 
overtime. David's game-winning points came after the Tigers recovered an Ole Miss fumble on 
its overtime possession. Trailing 20-7 with just over 10 minutes left, the Tigers cut the deficit 
‘0 20-14 at the 8:46 mark when JaMarcus Russell connected with Early Doucet on a 4- 
yard TD pass. The Tigers forced Ole Miss to punt on its next two possessions, the second of 
which had LSU start its potential game-winning possession at the 50-yard line. From there, 
Russell marched the Tigers to 50 yards in 11 plays, capped with a 5-yard TD pass to Dwayne 
Bowe on fourth down with 14 seconds to play. With the game tied at 20-20, Ole Miss blocked 
he David PAT to send the contest to overtime. LSU took a 7-0 first quarter lead when Russell 
hit Bowe with a 13-yard TD pass. Ole Miss then scored 20 unanswered points to take its 
biggest lead, 20-7, on a 45-yard field goal by Joshua Shene late in the third quarter. Ole Miss 
led 14-7 at halftime, marking the first time this year that the Tigers trailed at halftime at home. 
For the game, the Tigers held the Rebels to only 195 yards of total offense (100 rushing, 95 
passing). Russell paced the Tigers by connecting on 20 of 36 passes for 223 yards and 3 
scores. Jacob Hester led the Tigers with 42 yards rushing, while Bowe caught 7 passes for 
64 yards and 2 scores. DT Glenn Dorsey and LB Jacob Cutrera each had 11 tackles, while 
DB Daniel Francis had 2 sacks and forced a fumble to pace the Tigers defense.

After earning three letters with 
the Tigers from 1934-36, he went on toa 
successful NFL career where he was twice 
named an All-Pro selection while playing for the 
Chicago Cardinals. Tinsley later returned to LSU 
where he served as the Tigers’ head coach from 
1948-54.

an 8-2-0 season that included wins over the 
Southern, Southeastern and Southwest Conference champions and a Sugar Bow tilt versus 
Oklahoma. He was a charter member of the LSU Athletics Hall of Fame.

A three-year letterwinner for the Tigers (1934-36), Marvin 
(Moose) Stewart was selected to the Helms Foundation All- 
American team in 1935. Later named an All-SEC selection by 
the Associated Press in 1936, he helped the Tigers to back-to- 
back SEC titles in 1935 and 1936. Stewart was a charter 
member of the LSU Athletics Hall of Fame. 


Ken Kavanaugh, Sr.

A standout receiver for the Tigers from 1937-39, Ken 
Kavanaugh was selected as an All-American by the Associated 
Press and finished seventh in the Heisman balloting during his 
senior season. A two-time AP First-Team All-SEC selection 
(1938-39), Kavanaugh was known for scoring all four 
touchdowns in the Tigers’ 28-7 victory over Holy Cross in 1939. 
He went on to an outstanding professional career with the New York Giants, where he 
continued with the organization as a scout after his playing career. A superb athlete, 
Kavanaugh also enjoyed a brief stint in baseball’s professional ranks after lettering on the 
diamond at LSU. He had a son, Ken. Jr., who lettered at LSU from 1969-71 as a receiver on 
the football team. 


George Tarasovic 


Center - 1951 
National Editorial Alliance 


George Tarasovic was a junior college transfer who, although 

playing and lettering only one year at LSU, was named both an All- 

America and All-SEC selection that season. An all-around athlete in 
high school, Tarasovic's college career was abbreviated because of 
military service during the Korean War. However, after returning from 
the service Tarasovic resumed his playing career at the professional 
level where he saw over a dozen years of action in NFL and AFL. 


Sid Fournet 


Tackle - 1954

An extremely durable performer, Sid 
Fournet played guard and tackle on 
both sides of the ball. Earning All- 
American distinction in 1954, 
Fournet was credited with seeing 
action in 83 percent of the Tigers’ 
total plays that season. Also a two- 
time first-team All-SEC selection, he 
was honored by both AP and UPI in 
1953 and 1954. 


Jimmy Taylor

Viewed as one of the most 
complete football players to have 
ever played the game, Jimmy 
Taylor was named a All-American 
by the Football Writers Association 
of America-Look in 1957. Voted the 
MVP of the 1958 Senior Bowl, he 
went on to a legendary pro career 
with the Green Bay Packers (1958- 
66) and New Orleans Saints (1967) 
and was later inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 1976. 
Taylor is a member of the Louisiana 
Sports Hall of Fame and the LSU 
Athletics Hall of Fame. 


Billy Cannon 


Halfback - 1958, 1959 
1959 Heisman Trophy

The greatest football player ever to don the Purple and 
Gold, Billy Cannon was awarded the Heisman Trophy in 
1959.

A bulwark for the White Team, Max Fugler was 
instrumental in the Tigers’ 1958 national 
championship run. Named an All-American by the 
Football Writers Association of America-Look and 
NBC that same year, he was heralded as an 
outstanding blocker on offense and incomparable 
down lineman on defense. His defensive work was 
exemplified by the number of goal line and fourth 
down stands the Tigers had during the glory years 
of 1958 and 1959. He was also named a first-team 
S| All-SEC selection by UPI in 1958. 


Roy (Moonie) Winston

A1961 All-America selection at guard, Roy

team All-SEC honors from the AP and UPI that 
same year. In addition, he played on LSU’s SEC 
champion baseball team in the early 1960's 
before enjoying a brilliant NFL career in 
Minnesota.

Astellar lineman for the great LSU teams of the early 
1960s, Fred Miller originally signed with Tulane after 
finishing at Homer High School, but he found out he 
was one English credit short, so he was bound for 
Texas A&M until Paul Dietzel sold his family on LSU. 
He played alongside Moonie Winston in 1961 and was 
a blocker for Heisman runner-up Jerry Stovall in 1962. 
In his three seasons, LSU played in two bowls, 
including the Orange (25-7 over Colorado) and Cotton 
(13-0 over Texas). He was drafted by the Colts and 
later earned All-Pro honors. He is a member of LSU's 
Modern Day Team of the Century.

Football Foundation after the 1982 season. 


Billy Truax

Doug Moreau's pass-catching ability was heralded, but 
his place kicking had to be recognized.

The AP named him a first-team All-SEC pick in 
1964 before he earned All-America honors from the Football 
News in 1965.

Possibly the finest all-around linebacker ever to play at LSU, 
George Bevan’s size had absolutely nothing to do with his 
desire, competitiveness, leadership and commitment.

32 months on crutches. There was little hope he would ever play football again, but by the 
summer of 1969, his determination had earned him a starting role. Although Bevan had 
many notable moments, his blocked extra point against Auburn in the classic 21-20 victory 
by LSU had to be his crowning achievement. He was named both an All-American and All- 
SEC (AP and UPI) selection in 1969. Bevan earned his law degree and works as an attorney 
in Baton Rouge. 


Tommy Casanova

Versatility personified might be the best description of the 
myriad talents of Tommy Casanova.

A fearless competitor, he led the team by 
example through three brilliant seasons and entered 
immortality as a result of his actions, both on and off the 
field. A three-time All-American, Casanova is one of just 
six three-time All-SEC performers in LSU history (1969-70-71). Following his collegiate 
career, Casanova played several seasons with the Cincinnati Bengals while pursuing his 
medical degree. He is now is an ophthalmologist in his home town. 


Mike Anderson

Mike Anderson started every game during his three years as a 
linebacker at LSU.

Anderson 
was noted for one great play -- at Auburn in 1970, LSU was 
leading 17-9, the Plainsmen had the ball, fourth and one inch and 
6-2, 225-pound fullback Wallace Clark drove for the TD. Anderson met him head-on short 
of pay dirt and his feat became that of which legends are made. Named an All-American in 
1970, he was also recognized as a first-team All-SEC pick by the AP and UPI that same year.

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Ronnie Estay 


Tackle - 1971

One of the quickest defensive linemen ever to play at LSU, 
Ronnie Estay, a true Cajun, anchored a defense that allowed 
fewest yards in the nation. During his junior year, he tackled 
both quarterbacks Pat Sullivan of Auburn and Archie Manning 
of Ole Miss for safeties. In 1971, he was recognized as a Kodak/AFCA All-American as well 
as a first-team All-SEC selection by the AP and UPI. 


Bert Jones

Bert Jones possessed as strong an arm as any quarterback 
in college history. He finished fourth in the balloting for the 
1972 Heisman Trophy, won a SEC title as a sophomore and 
played in three bow! games while compiling a 26-6-1 career 
mark as a Tiger. He started only two games prior to the 
next-to-last game of his junior season, but started every one 
after that. Jones’ most notable feats came against Notre 
Dame, 1971 (28-8), and Ole Miss in 1972 when, with time expired, he threw a touchdown 
pass to Brad Davis for the 17-16 LSU victory. A 1972 All-American and first-team All-SEC 
selection, he was the first pick in 1973 NFL draft by Baltimore Colts. 


Warren Capone

Warren Capone was another in the long line of Baton 
Rouge natives who starred at LSU. He played in the Sun, 
Bluebonnet and Orange Bowls during his years as a

American in 1972 and 1973 as well as first-team All-SEC by the AP in 1972 and both the AP 
and UPI in 1973. Capone played for Birmingham in the World Football League and the Dallas 
Cowboys in the Super Bowl. He is the past president of the National "L" Club. 


Tyler LaFauci

During Tyler LaFauci's three year career, LSU compiled a 
27-8-1 mark and participated in three bowl games: Sun, 
Bluebonnet and Orange. His lack of height didn't inhibit 
his determination and competitiveness as he excelled 
both as a pass blocker and a pulling blocker. A 1973 All- 
American, he was also a first-team All-SEC pick as voted 
on by the AP and UPI that year. Also a brilliant student, LaFauci went on to postgraduate 
work and earned a physical therapist degree, a profession he practices in Baton Rouge. 


Mike Williams 


Cornerback - 1974

Feisty, aggressive, determined and unyielding; those were the adjectives 
that best described the play of Mike Williams. Named Sports Illustrated’s 
Back-of-the-Week for his play against Kentucky in 1973, he was also 
named an All-American by Kodak/AFCA, The Sporting News and Time 
during the 1974 season. 


Charles Alexander 


Tailback - 1977, 1978 

UPI (1977), Kodak/American Football Coaches Association (1977- 
78), Football Writers Association of America (1977-78), Walter

At the end of a stellar career that included a pair of All- 
America and All-SEC (AP and UPI) honors, Charles 
Alexander's name sat a top nine SEC categories, tied for 
another conference mark and topped 27 LSU records. In two 
bowl games, he was responsible for 330 yards. Alexander still 
holds the school records for most rushes in a game (43), most yards in 
a season (1686) and most yards gained per game in a season (153.3). 
He was drafted in first round by Cincinnati and played in the Super Bowl. 


Robert Dugas 


Offensive Tackle - 1978

Suffice it to say, Robert Dugas’ academic prowess surpassed 
his athletic ability which was considerable. He was a member 
of the self-named "Root Hogs" which cleared the way for many 
of Charles Alexander's record setting performances. Dugas 
was named to the Football News’ All-America team in 1978, the 
CoSIDA Academic All-America Team in 1977 and to All-SEC teams both in 1977 and 1978. 


James Britt 


Cornerback - 1982

After three seasons, James Britt appeared ready to blossom. 
But in the second game of the 1981 season against Notre 
Dame, he intercepted a pass to set up a field goal, and a few 
minutes later, a broken arm ended his year. He went on to have 
an outstanding senior season in 1982 that was capped with All- 
America honors from the National Editorial Alliance. Britt was a second-round pick by the 
Atlanta Falcons and played there several years before entering a successful business career 
in the Georgia capital. Named an Academic All-American by CoSIDA in 1982, he was also a 
first-team All-SEC pick by the AP in 1982. 


Albert Richardson 


Linebacker - 1982 
Football News 


Albert Richardson still holds the LSU records 
for most tackles in a game (21 vs. South 
Carolina, 1982) and a career (952) and for 21 
years, he also held LSU’s single-season 
record for tackles (150, 1981). Named an All- 
American by the Football News in 1982, 
Richardson was also selected as a first-team 
All-SEC performer by the AP and UPI that 
same year. His genes fitted him for a role in 
football as his father, Albert, Sr., was a Baton 
Rouge High School assistant coach. 


Eric Martin

A converted running back, Eric Martin 
compiled a brilliant record during his four 
years in varsity competition. At one time he 
was the school holder in season (52) and 
career (105) receptions, yards in a single 
game (209) and most yards in a season 
(1,064). At the conclusion of his career he 
was second only to former teammate Wendell 
Davis in career receiving yards in the SEC. As 
a freshman he was second in the nation in 
kickoff returns, a total that included a 100- 
yarder for a touchdown against Kentucky. A 
1983 Sporting News All-American, he was 
also a two-time first-team All-SEC selection. 
He was also inducted into the Louisiana 
Sports Hall of Fame in 2006. 


Lance Smith

Lance Smith’s size and quickness ideally 
suited him as he was named to the SEC All- 
j Freshman team.

But fate intervened 
and a knee injury in the Florida game sidelined Brooks for 
the remainder of the season. He was named first-team All- 
SEC in 1985 by the AP, UPI and SEC Coaches. The Denver 
Broncos drafted him in the third round.

He finished his career with a then SEC 
record 2,708 yards receiving, a mark that still ranks second in 
LSU history and ninth in SEC history. Davis also still ranks 

among the top 10 in the SEC in single season receiving yards 

(1,244), single season receptions (80) and career receptions 

183). He was also named a first-team All-SEC pick by the AP, 

UPI and SEC Coaches in 1987 and 1988 and was later drafted by the Chicago Bears. 


Nacho Albergamo

Nacho Albergamo was LSU’s most decorated player in 1987. 
Along with guard Eric Andolsek, they comprised LSU's "A" team which anchored the 
fearsome Tiger offensive line that helped pave the way to a school record 4,843 offensive 
yards. Also a quality student, Albergamo was named the 1987 Toyota Leader of the Year and 
was one of 11 recipients of the 1987 National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar 
Athlete awards. He was twice named an Academic All-American by CoSIDA (1986 and 
1987). Also a member of Omicron Delta Kappa leadership fraternity, he maintained a near 
3.5 GPA in pre-med/zoology and attended LSU Medical School. Albergamo was also named 
a first-team All-SEC selection by the AP, UPI and SEC Coaches in 1987. 


Greg Jackson 


Safety - 1988

Greg Jackson led the nation in interception return yardage in 
1988 after tying the NCAA record with a 100-yard return versus 
Mississippi State and later adding a 71-yard return for a TD 
against Tulane. Jackson's 219 interception return yards for the 
season have only ever been exceeded once in SEC history, by Mississippi's Joe Brodsky's 
244 yards in 1956. He also returned punts for LSU, taking back 11 for 99 yards in 1988. 
Named first-team All-SEC by the AP and SEC Coaches, he was later drafted by the New 
York Giants. 


Kevin Faulk 


All-Purpose - 1996

LSU's all-time leading rusher and a three-time All-SEC 
choice, Kevin Faulk led the SEC in all-purpose yards 
and ranked No. 2 in the league in rushing as 
a sophomore. Named an AP All-American as 
an all-purpose player that year, his 246 yards 
in the season opener against Houston set an 
LSU single-game record. Faulk was a 
consensus All-SEC choice in 1996, 1997 and 
1998, and the SEC Freshman Offensive 
Player of the Year in 1995. He led the SEC in 
rushing during both his junior and senior 
seasons and also topped the league in 
scoring as a senior. He was selected by the 
New England Patriots in the 1999 NFL draft and was a member 
of their 2002, 2004 and 2005 Super Bow! Champion teams. 


All-Americans 


David LaFleur 


Tight End - 1996 
Walter Camp 


An imposing figure who was both a punishing blocker and a 
fine pass catcher, David LaFleur helped lead a resurgence 

of LSU football in the 1990s. The Tigers’ receptions leader as 

a senior in 1996, he earned All-America honors from the 

Walter Camp Foundation that same year and was named All- 
SEC during both his sophomore and senior seasons. He 
finished his career with 71 catches for 881 yards and five 
touchdowns, but he was also instrumental in LSU's place as 

the top rushing team in the SEC in 1996 because of his blocking 
abilities. Following his graduation from LSU, he was chosen in the 
first round of the NFL draft by the Dallas Cowboys. 


Alan Faneca 


Offensive Guard - 1997

A dominating run blocker, Alan Faneca was the first Outland 
Trophy finalist in LSU history and LSU's first winner of the 
Jacobs Trophy (given to the best blocker in the SEC) since 
1978. Faneca, a 1997 All-America selection, anchored a 
heralded offensive line that helped pace LSU to SEC rushing 
titles in 1996 and 1997. Following his junior season, Faneca 


chose to enter the NFL draft where he was selected in the first round by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 


Chad Kessler 


Punter - 1997

Chad Kessler became the first player in college football history to 
average over 50.0 yards per punt for a full season. He was an 
All-SEC choice his sophomore year and, after an average junior 
season, he exploded onto the national scene as the country's top 
punter. An excellent student, he finished his career with a 3.91 
GPA and was named a first-team Academic All-American. 
Kessler signed a free agent contract with Tampa Bay out of LSU 
and then decided to pursue a career in medicine.

Lavalais, a 
finalist for both the Nagurski and Outland Awards, 
earned First-Team All-America honors from six publications, 
while also being named the SEC's Defensive Player of the Year by 
the league's coaches. Lavalais earned National Defensive Player 
of the Year honors from the Sporting News after leading an LSU 
defense that ranked first in the country in scoring (11.6 points per ‘ 

game) and total defense (252.0 yards per game). In 14 games, a 
Lavalais recorded 61 tackles, with 16 of those going for 85-yards 
in losses. He also finished with seven sacks and 23 quarterback 
hurries. Lavalais was selected in the fifth round of the 2004 
NFL Draft by the Atlanta Falcons.

the Sporting News. Webster was also 
a Second-Team All-America selection as a senior by the 
Walter Camp Foundation and the Associated Press. As a 
senior, Webster recorded 33 tackles and two interceptions for 
the nation's No. 3 rated defense. For his career, Webster picked 
off 16 passes, which ranks second in LSU history to only Mike 
Williams’ 20 interceptions. Originally signed as a wide 
receiver, Webster played his first season with the Tigers on 
offense before making the switch to the secondary prior to 
his sophomore season. Webster, a second round pick of 
the New York Giants in the 2005 NFL Draft, tied an LSU 
single-game record with three interceptions against 
Florida in 2002. For his career, Webster had 115 tackles 
and 5.5 tackles for losses. He ranks first in LSU history 
with 49 passes defended.

As a senior, Spears led a Tiger defense that 
ranked No. 3 in the nation with 17 tackles for losses 
and nine sacks. He also recorded 49 tackles for LSU in 
2004 and returned an interception 35 yards for a 
touchdown. Spears’ LSU career concluded with 19 
sacks, which ranks fifth in school history, and 34.5 
tackles for losses, which ranks seventh at the school. 
Originally signed as a tight end, Spears converted to 
defensive end full-time following his freshman season.

Spears’ 
most memorable moment came against Oklahoma in 
the 2003 national championship game when he 
picked off a Sooner pass early in the third quarter and 
rambled 20-yard for what proved to be the game- 
winning points in the 21-14 LSU victory.

named the co-recipient of the Rimington Trophy, 
which is presented annually to the top center in 
college football. Wilkerson did all of this as a senior

Tigers, Wilkerson was a mainstay on the offensive line, helping LSU to a 33-8 mark in his 41 
career starts at center. Wilkerson also was a part of the 2003 BCS National Championship 
squad as well as being on starter on two SEC Championship teams. A 2005 graduate from 
LSU in general studies, Wilkerson was a two-time First-Team All-SEC pick at center, a 
member of the SEC Academic Honor Roll in 2003 and a member of the SEC Good Works 
Team for football in 2004.

The Foundation's National Scholar-Athlete Awards program 
consists of graduate fellowships that are awarded on an annual basis to a 
select group of college football players in their senior year of eligibility who 
have demonstrated outstanding academic success, exemplary community 
leadership and superior football performance. LSU has had seven players 
named as a National Football Foundation Scholar-Athlete, including Rudy 
Niswanger, who claimed the 2005 Draddy Trophy, which goes to college 
cotball’s most outstanding student-athlete.

“It's Saturday Night in Death Valley 
and here come your Fighting Tigers of LSU!" 


earing those words from public 
Het announcer Dan Borne’ as 

the Tigers enter the stadium brings 
chills to even the casual LSU football fan 
and sends shivers to those on the opposing 
sidelines. Seven nights a year, Tiger 
Stadium becomes the sixth largest city in 
he state of Louisiana as over 92,000 fans 
pack the cathedral of college football to 
watch the Tigers play. 

For LSU fans, there's nothing better 
han spending a night in Tiger Stadium. LSU 
home football games are events talked 
about year round and happenings in Tiger 
Stadium are passed down from generation 
‘0 generation. 

For opponents, however, it's another 
story as Tiger Stadium is an intimidating 
venue that has been called one of the most 
dreaded road playing sites in all of college 
football. Seating over 92,000 fans and 
nicknamed "Death Valley," poll after poll has 
proclaimed Tiger Stadium as one of the 
greatest sites anywhere for a college 
football game. 


ENHANCING TRADITION 
The distinctive environment of Tiger 
Stadium became even more pronounced in 
2005 as the ambitious West Upper Deck 
project was virtually completed. 
Construction on the project -- which 
began immediately after LSU's home finale 
against Ole Miss in November of 2004 - 
carried a $60 million price tag and created 


over 3,200 special amenity seats as a well 
as a state-of-the-art press box to Tiger 
Stadium. The west side renovation, which 
included the removal and rebuilding of the 
upper deck to mirror the east side upper 
deck, was finished during the 2006 season. 

LSU enters the 2007 season having 
won 43 of its last 49 home games - a 
stretch that dates back to the 2000 season 
-- including a perfect 8-0 home record in 
2006. The Tigers outscored their '06 home 
opponents by a remarkable total of 325-70, 
winning the eight games by an average 
count of 41-9. The Tigers go into the 2007 
season having won 13 consecutive games, 
which ranks as the nation's fourth-longest 
streak. 

LSU has won 23 of its last 24 home 
contests, a streak that began in October 
2003. Only one time since 2000 have the 
Tigers lost more than one home game, that 
coming in 2001 when LSU dropped a pair of 
contests in Tiger Stadium. 

LSU once again broke the school's 
average attendance mark in 2006 as the 
Tigers drew 92,212 fans for its eight home 
games, breaking the previous mark of 
91,580 set in 2005. It marks the fourth 
straight year that LSU has reset the school's 
home record for average attendance. 

The 2005 season saw Tiger Stadium 
play host to its first Monday night game as 
LSU dropped an overtime thriller to 
Tennessee after the game was postponed 
two days due to Hurricane Rita. The LSU- 
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Tennessee contest was the most-watched 
college football game in the history of 
ESPN2 as 2.77 million homes tuned in. 

Due to the devastation to New Orleans 
and the Louisiana Superdome by Hurricane 
Katrina, Tiger Stadium served as the playing 
site for four New Orleans Saints games in 
2005 as well as hosting the Tulane- 
Southeastern Louisiana contest. In all, 11 
games (seven NCAA and four NFL) were 
played in Tiger Stadium during the 2005 
season. 

Part of the lore of Tiger Stadium is the 
tradition of playing games at night, an idea 
that was first introduced in 1931 against 
Spring Hill (a 35-0 LSU victory). Last year, 
LSU celebrated its 75th year of playing 
night football in Tiger Stadium. Since that 
first night game in 1931, LSU has played the 
majority of its games at night and the Tigers 
have fared much better under the lights 
than during the day. Since 1960, LSU is 
202-59-3 (.771) at night in Tiger Stadium 
compared to a 19-22-3 (.432) record during 
the day over that span. 

LSU has averaged 75,276 spectators 
for each of its 312 battles in Tiger Stadium 
since the NCAA began compiling official 
attendance figures in 1957. Since the start 
of the NCAA's attendance compilations, 
LSU has finished in the nation's top 10 in 
average attendance in 43 of the past 50 
seasons. The Tigers have drawn 
23,486,201 fans since 1957. 

Tiger Stadium first opened its gates to 


fans in the fall of 1924 as LSU hosted 
Tulane in the season finale. Since that first 
game in Tiger Stadium, LSU has gone on to 
post a 354-138-18 (.716) mark in Death 
Valley. LSU's overall home record since 
start of football in 1893 is 435-159-19 
(.725). 


TESTIMONIALS 

n 1998, Sport Magazine named Tiger 
Stadium "the most feared road playing site 
in America," and in 1996, ESPN named 
LSU's pre-game party the best in all of 
America. Those surveys supported the 
previous polls by Gannett News Service in 
1995, The Sporting News in 1989 and the 
College Football Association in 1987 that 
depict Tiger Stadium as the most difficult 
place for a visiting team to play. 

Most recently, The Sporting News 
ranked Tiger Stadium as the sixth best 
college football stadium in America in a poll 
of college football coaches and fans, while 
Sports Illustrated's Rick Reilly, in a column 
debating college football vs. pro football, 
penned that "College football is LSU's Tiger 
Stadium at night." ESPN's Chris Fowler 
called LSU his favorite game day 
experience in Sports Illustrated's on 
Campus Issue in 2003. 

In 2002, after a 33-10 non-conference 
win over Miami (Ohio), Miami coach Terry 
Hoeppner said of Tiger Stadium, "that's as 
exciting an environment as you can have. | 
thought the crowd was a factor for us 


because we had communication problems 
we haven't had at Michigan and Ohio 
State." 

After a victory before a national 
television audience on ESPN in 2001, ESPN 
sideline reporter Adrian Karsten said, 
"Death Valley in Baton Rouge is the loudest 
stadium I've ever been in. There are very 
few stadiums in America worth a 
touchdown, but the Bayou Bengals 
certainly have that advantage in Tiger 
Stadium" 


GREAT MOMENTS 

Though already considered one of the 
most raucous stadiums in all of college 
football, the 2003 season saw Tiger 
Stadium take it to another level during 
LSU's national title run, as the team, along 
with the fans, captivated the national media 
almost on a weekly basis. CBS broadcast 
Matt Mauck's last-minute game-winning 
pass to Skyler Green against Georgia before 
a crowd of 92,251, while ESPN was on 
hand for a dominating 31-7 victory over 
Auburn. The Tigers closed out the 2003 
home slate with a 55-24 win over Arkansas 
before what was then the second-largest 
crowd in school history (92,213). The 
contest was televised to a national 
audience by CBS and the win propelled 
LSU to the SEC Championship Game. 

In 2001, the Tigers clinched a berth in 
their first SEC Championship Game with a 
27-14 victory over Auburn in the season 
finale in Tiger Stadium. After the contest, 
thousands of Tiger fans spilled onto the 
stadium floor to celebrate the victory. 

In 2000, the goal posts came down 
twice. Immediately after the Tigers upset 
then-No. 11 ranked Tennessee 38-31 in 
overtime, the capacity crowd of 91,682 


flowed onto the field of Tiger Stadium to 
celebrate the victory. Hundreds of students 
lined the sidelines and the back of the north 
end zone as the Tigers held the Vols 
scoreless in overtime for the victory. 

The goal posts came down again in the 
final home game of the 2000 season as the 
Tigers posted a 30-28 win over Alabama, 
their first victory over the Crimson Tide in 
Tiger Stadium since 1969. 

The goal posts came down for the first 
time in 1997 as all of America witnessed 
one of the most explosive nights in the 
history of the grand stadium when the 
Tigers upended No. 1-ranked Florida before 
a national television audience. A sea of 
Tiger fans swamped the floor of Tiger 
Stadium as both goal posts came crashing 
down -- a scene that was replayed 
countless times on college football highlight 
shows. 

Perhaps the most famous moment in 
Death Valley history took place on "The 
Night The Tigers Moved the Earth," October 
8, 1988. When Tiger quarterback Tommy 
Hodson threw to Eddie Fuller for a winning 
touchdown against Auburn, the explosion of 
the crowd was so thunderous that it caused 
an earth tremor that registered on a 
seismograph meter in LSU's Geology 
Department across campus. 

Then there was the night the Tigers 
nearly upset No. 1-ranked Southern Cal 
before a sellout crowd on September 28, 
1979. The Tigers came up short, but the 
crowd roared from kickoff to final gun in a 
game many ardent LSU followers rank as 
the loudest in stadium history. 

And of course there was Halloween 
night 1959, when Billy Cannon made his 
famous 89-yard punt return to lead No. 1 
LSU past No. 3 Ole Miss. Legend has it that

families living near the campus lakes came 
running out of their homes in fear of the 
noise erupting around them. 

Those are the highlights, some of 
which have shaped the character of this 
great stadium. But week in and week out 
each fall, a new chapter unfolds in the 
history of Death Valley. 


HISTORY 

The home of one of football's proudest 
traditions, Tiger Stadium once served as a 
dormitory for approximately 1,500 students, 
and while Broussard Hall, then LSU's 
athletics dormitory, was being renovated 
during the fall of 1986, the LSU football 
players lived in Tiger Stadium. 

The original phase of construction was 
completed in 1924. This first phase 
included the east and west stands, which 
seated about 12,000. Seven years later 
(1931), the sides were extended upward to 
accommodate an additional 10,000 fans, 
raising the capacity to 22,000. In 1936, the 
stadium seating capacity was increased to 
46,000, with the addition of 24,000 seats 
in the north end, making Tiger Stadium into 
a horseshoe configuration. 

The next phase of construction took 
place in 1953 when the stadium's south end 
was closed to turn the horseshoe into a 
bowl, increasing the seating capacity to 
67,720. 

The upper deck atop the west stands 
was completed in 1978, and it added 8,000 
seats to the stadium's capacity. Additional 
seating in two club level sections which 
flanked the existing press box brought the 
total addition to approximately 10,000 seats 
and raised the stadium's capacity to 
approximately 78,000. 

Refurbishing began on the stadium in

the summer of 1985, when the east and 
west stands were waterproofed, and 
25,000 chair back seats were added to 
replace the older "bench" type seats. 
Another phase of improvements was 
completed in 1987, when the north and 
south stands were waterproofed and newer 
bleachers were again installed to replace 
the older ones. 

The playing field was moved 1! feet 
south in 1986, to provide more room 
between the back line of the North End 
Zone and the curvature of the stadium 
fence, which surrounds the field. It also put 
the playing area in the exact center of the 
arena's grassy surface. 

The Tiger Stadium press box was 
redecorated prior to the 1987 season, and 
more seats were installed at the upper 
portion of the west lower stands. Also, the 
stadium's seating arrangement was 
renumbered prior to the 1987 season to 
make all seats a uniform size. The addition 
of bleacher seating in 1988 brought the 
capacity to 80,150, and the elimination of 
some bleacher seating after the 1994 
season brought the capacity to 80,000. 

Now the sixth largest on-campus 
stadium in college football, Tiger Stadium 
continues to provide fans with the ultimate 
college football experience. Seven years 
ago, 11,600 seats were added with the 
installation of the east upper deck, bringing 
the capacity to nearly 92,000. In addition 
to the new east upper deck, 70 skyboxes, 
called "Tiger Dens," were built, giving Tiger 
fans luxury accommodations. The addition 
of the 11,600 seats in 2000 marked the first 
expansion to Tiger Stadium since 1978, 
when the original west upper deck was 
completed.

CHAMPIONS 


The LSU Fighting Tigers entered the 2003 football season with a potent offense, the 
potential for a dominant defense and many unanswered questions. 

The 2002 Tigers endured one of the biggest roller-coaster seasons in recent memory, 
winning six straight games after a season-opening loss at Virginia Tech to move into the 
Top 10, but three losses in the final five regular season games, despite the “Bluegrass 
Miracle”-Marcus Randall’s 75-yard touchdown pass to Devery Henderson on the final 
play of the Tigers’ 33-30 win at Kentucky-kept LSU out of the SEC Championship Game. 

A 35-20 loss to Texas in the Cotton Bowl left the Tigers out of the final 2002 polls and 
heading into the 2003 season looking for redemption. 

The Tigers earned the 15th spot in the preseason polls by both the Associated Press 
and the board of coaches of ESPN and USA Today, but question marks were plenty 
surrounding Nick Saban’s fourth LSU team. 

Would quarterback Matt Mauck recover fully from the foot injury that ended his 2002 
season prematurely? Would Marcus Spears and Marquise Hill develop into the dominant 
forces at defensive end that they were as Parade All-Americans in high school? Would 
Chad Lavalais continue to dominate at defensive tackle? Who would replace Bradie 
James and Jeremy Lawrence in the linebacking corps? And just who would run the 
football with LaBrandon Toefield and Domanick Davis now in the National Football 
League? 

By the time all was said and done with the 2003 season, all of these questions, and 
many others, would receive resounding answers from the Tigers. 

LSU opened the 2003 slate with a 49-7 win over in-state foe UL-Monroe, sending the 
Tigers with momentum into their first meeting with Arizona since 1984 and first visit ever 
‘0 Tucson. 

The purple and gold blew into the Old West with all of the force of a desert sandstorm, 
leaving the Wildcats as tumbleweed in a 59-13 rout in one of LSU’s most complete games 
in many years. The Tigers rolled up an incredible 38-0 halftime lead and finished with 481 
‘otal yards in scoring their most impressive non-conference victory away from Baton 
Rouge since 1986. 

The Tigers returned home to face Western Illinois, the top-ranked team in Division |- 
AA. The Leathernecks put up a good fight, trailing just 6-0 until late in the first half, when 
LSU finally took control of the game and went on to a 35-7 win, moving the Tigers up to 
0. 10 for a key early-season showdown with defending SEC champion Georgia, ranked 
seventh. 

The Bulldogs dominated the early going, moving consistently up and down the field on 
he LSU defense, but when the first 30 minutes ended, it was the Tigers who held a 7-3 
edge, and would extend that edge to 10-3, a score that held until late in the fourth quarter. 
That’s when it appeared Georgia caught lightning in a bottle when David Greene, who 
had been harassed mercilessly by the Tiger pass rush, hit Tyson Browning with a screen 
pass that turned into a 93-yard touchdown that tied the game at 10-10. The record Tiger 
Stadium crowd of 92,251 had to be wondering if the rug would be pulled from under the 
purple and gold again. 

LSU answered that question with an emphatic no. LSU needed only three minutes to 
ake the lead again, with Skyler Green’s over the shoulder catch of a Matt Mauck pass 
with 1:22 remaining, giving LSU a 17-10 lead. Corey Webster’s interception of Greene 
sealed the Tigers’ first win over Georgia in 13 years and propelled LSU into the top 10. 

The SEC’s other Bulldogs, Mississippi State, provided no such challenge for the Bayou 
Bengals. LSU jumped out to a 24-0 halftime lead in Starkville and never looked back in a 
41-6 rout that put the Tigers at 5-0 for the first time since 1973. 

Now, the time seemed ripe for LSU to win back-to-back games over Florida for the 
first time since 1986-87. 

Early on, the Gators were on the skinning block. Green returned a punt 80 yards for a 
touchdown, and a goal-line stand in which the Tigers recovered a Florida fumble at the 1- 
yard line, seemed to have LSU on its way to 6-0. 

But then Chris Leak stopped playing like a freshman, and LSU’s offense could not get 
back on track against a suddenly potent Gator defense. Florida would head back to 
Gainesville with a 19-7 victory, and the Tigers stood at crossroads with road games at 
South Carolina and a home date with Auburn on the horizon. 

Led by a trio of freshman running backs in Justin Vincent, Alley Broussard and 
Barrington Edwards, the Tigers rushed for 263 yards on their way to a 482-yard effort by 
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The 2003 team won the first national title for LSU in 45 years.

the offense against South Carolina. 

Meanwhile, the defense held the Gamecocks to a net rushing total of zero yards and 
scored a touchdown themselves on a fumble return by Jason LeDoux as LSU rolled to a 
33-7 victory. 

Beating South Carolina was a solid accomplishment, but, LSU then faced the same 
team that one year earlier had sent the purple and gold into its season ending tailspin. 
Auburn had struggled in early season losses to USC and Georgia Tech, but five 
consecutive wins had coach Tommy Tuberville’s team looking ripe to take control of the 
SEC West. 

The Tigers indeed had control of the SEC West when the game was over-the LSU 
Tigers. Mauck hit Henderson for a 64-yard touchdown pass on the sixth play of the game, 
and hit Michael Clayton for an 18-yard score as part of a 21-point first quarter. 

LSU's defense limited Auburn star running back Carnell Williams to just 61 yards on 20 
carries, and Auburn was never in it as the Bayou Bengals rolled to a 31-7 victory and into 
the top 10 of the Bowl Championship Series standings at No. 7. 

LSU didn’t show any signs of a letdown in its homecoming game, crushing Louisiana 
Tech, 49-10, scoring all of its points in the first half. 


The Tigers were on a roll and, after an open date, they were back into the nation’s elite, 
at No. 3 in the polls. The dreams of a national championship were alive and well. 

LSU's trip to Tuscaloosa was an eerie role reversal for the nearly 84,000 fans jammed 
into Bryant-Denny Stadium. For decades, it was Alabama who bullied the purple and gold; 
now, it was Saban’s crew doing the bullying, shutting off Alabama in every conceivable way 
ina 27-3 rout that set up a showdown for the SEC West title the next week at Ole Miss. 

Early on, it appeared the Rebels would finally reach the SEC Championship game, as Ole 
Miss grabbed a 7-0 lead when a Mauck interception was returned for a touchdown on the 
Tigers’ first play from scrimmage. 

LSU dominated the rest of the game, holding a 17-14 lead late in the contest when Ole 
Miss’ Eli Manning got one more chance to lead his team to victory. 

It never happened, as Manning tripped over his own lineman on a fourth down in the 
final minute, allowing the Tigers to escape with a win in the biggest LSU-Ole Miss game 
since 1970. 

To win the West and clinch a berth in the SEC title game, LSU now had a score to settle 
with the Arkansas Razorbacks, who, in 2002, marched 81 yards down the field with no 
timeouts to score the winning touchdown and claim a 21-20 victory to steal the title game 
berth from the Tigers. 

The first quarter and a half of the game appeared as if neither team could stop the other. 
The Tigers and the Hogs were tied at 17-17, and Ole Miss was still holding out hope for an 
Arkansas victory and a trip to the title game. 

LSU then showed how it had developed what Saban liked to call a killer instinct. The 
Tigers scored 17 points in a five-minute stretch late in the second quarter to break the tie, 
and then scored three consecutive touchdowns in the second half to run away with a 55-24 
blowout and punch their ticket to Atlanta. 

The week leading up to the SEC Championship game against Georgia centered as much 
on LSU's status in the BCS as it did on the Bulldogs. Since their win over Alabama, the 
Tigers had been mired at No. 3 in the BCS standings behind Oklahoma and USC and all 
across the country analysts were frantically trying to figure out every possible scenario as to 
just what two teams would play in the Sugar Bowl on Jan. 4 for the national championship. 

On championship Saturday, LSU made a statement for itself by blasting the Bulldogs in 
front of a partisan Georgia crowd, 34-13. SEC Championship Game MVP Vincent scored on 
an 87-yard run and finished with a championship game record 201 yards on the ground. 

Earlier in the day, USC routed Oregon State, 52-28 but that night Oklahoma was blasted 
by Kansas State in the Big XIl title game in Kansas City, 35-7, leaving more speculation than 
ever as to who would be making the trip to the Big Easy. 

At 2:30 p.m., the day after the SEC championship game, LSU Chancellor Dr. Mark 
Emmert got a phone call. It was from Paul Hoolahan, Executive Director of the Nokia Sugar 
Bowl. The call relayed to Emmert the news that the Tigers would indeed be making the 
short bus ride to New Orleans for the title game to play Oklahoma. 

LSU had waited 45 years for a shot at a national championship and the Tigers hit the 
field running, driving to the Sooner 1-yard line on their opening drive. Although LSU came 
away empty, the tone of this evening was set, and it would be the white-shirted team that 
would be the aggressor. 

No one felt this more than Oklahoma quarterback Jason White, the 2003 Heisman 
Trophy winner. Time and time again, he was buried by the LSU pass rush, led by All- 
American Chad Lavalais and the best pair of defensive ends in America in Marcus Spears 
and Marquise Hill. 

When White did have time to throw, he found his receivers blanketed by the Tigers’ 
aggressive secondary, most notably cornerbacks Corey Webster and Travis Daniels. 

Indeed, it was Webster, the savior of the first win over Georgia, who set up LSU for its 
first score of the Sugar Bowl, intercepting White at midfield and returning the pick to the 
Sooner 32. Four plays later, Green took a reverse around right end to a 24-yard touchdown, 
and the purple and gold partisans reveled in a 7-0 lead. 

A blocked punt early midway through the second quarter set up OU for the tying 
touchdown, but instead of folding, the Tigers immediately responded with a nine-play, 80- 
yard drive that ended with Vincent's 18-yard touchdown run that gave the Tigers a 14-7 
halftime lead. 

Two plays into the second half, LSU took one giant leap toward that championship when 
Spears grabbed a deflected White pass out of the air and rumbled 20 yards into the end 
Zone, sending most of the Superdome record crowd of 79,342 into sheer pandemonium. 

Mauck was intercepted early in the fourth quarter, and the Sooners got a touchdown 
from Kejuan Jones to cut the LSU lead to 21-14 with 11:01 still to play. 

Saban and Oklahoma coach Bob Stoops, the nation’s two premier defensive 
masterminds, set in for the final chess match that would determine the BCS champion. 
Stoops gained the upper hand with 5:45 left, as White led his team to the Tiger 12 with a first 
down. 

The nation’s highest scoring offense had made teams pay time after time when reaching 
the red zone. But LSU was no ordinary defense. And in a test of wills, the Tigers held firm, 
as Oklahoma did not move an inch from that point, with White’s fourth down pass getting 
knocked away by freshman Jessie Daniels. 

Oklahoma would get one more chance from midfield in the final minutes, but again, the 
Sooners were stuck in cement, and on fourth and 10, Lionel Turner buried White to send the 
Heisman winner off the field for the last time in 2003. 

The Sooners had one slim chance, and that was to block a Donnie Jones punt with nine 
seconds left. But Jones made his last kick one for the ages. As it rolled out of bounds at 
the Sooner 12 on the west sideline of the Superdome, the clock ticked down to three zeros. 
The game was over...LSU was the national champion!

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1958 National Champions 
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For years, LSU fans eagerly anticipated the coming 
of each new football season with talk of the two 
Tiger teams regarded as LSU’s national champions- 
the great 10-0 team of 1908 and “next year.” After 
50 years, next year finally came in 1958. 


After seasons of 3-5-2, 3-7 and 5-5 under coach Paul Dietzel, and a team which 
included only three seniors among its 55-man roster, it didn’t seem likely that 1958 
would be “next year.” Indeed, with a squad dominated by juniors and sophomores, 
many pointed toward 1959 as the year LSU would make a run at the top. 

The LSU Fighting Tigers opened the 1958 campaign Sept. 20 at Houston against the Rice 
Owls. Although early in the season, Dietzel’s Tigers, divided into three units - the White team, the 
Gold team (later shortened to Go) and the Chinese Bandits -showed unusual poise and 
balance. LSU scored in each period en route to a 26-6 victory over a team it lost to the two 
previous seasons. 

The following week, the Tigers traveled to Mobile to take on Alabama in its first 
game under Paul “Bear” Bryant. LSU came away with a hard-fought 13-3 win before 
returning to Baton Rouge for its home opener against Hardin-Simmons. Against the 
Cowboys, the Tigers built a 20-6 halftime lead and used it to coast to its victory before 
only 45,000 fans, indicating that few had any idea what kind of team this would 
become. 

LSU, now ranked No. 11, hit the road again the following week and served notice to 
the college football world. The Tigers routed the Miami Hurricanes 41-0 at the Orange 
Bowl to improve their record to 4-0, their best start since 1937. 

No. 9 LSU completed the first half of its schedule with a 32-7 victory over 
Kentucky before a home crowd of 65,000, the largest yet to see the Tigers play. Sixty- 
three thousand turned out the following week anxious to see if the Bayou Bengals could 
snap a three-game losing streak to Florida in LSU’s Homecoming game. The outcome 
was in doubt until the final three minutes, when placekicker/ fullback Tommy Davis 
booted a 29-yard field goal, giving the Tigers a 10-7 victory. 

Now 6-0, LSU earned the AP poll’s No. 1 ranking. But the Tigers knew they had to 
overcome Johnny Vaught’s deadly Ole Miss Rebels if they wished to remain on top, 
something they hadn't done since 1950.

The Rebels drove to second-and-one, just a foot from LSU’s end zone, early in the 
second quarter before 67,500 fans, the first sellout in Tiger Stadium history. They were 
turned back by a superb defensive effort by the White team defenders. After that, it was all 
LSU as White team quarterback Warren Rabb and Go team signal-caller Durel Matherne 
ran for scores in the 14-0 Tiger triumph over their archrivals. 

Now 7-0 and ranked No. 1 by AP, the Tigers had yet to impress the UPI board of 
coaches enough to earn the top rating, staying in the No. 3 position going into a 
home game with Duke. Although the Blue Devils did some things no other team 
could do against LSU all season-take an early lead, outgain the Tigers 353-yards to 
285 and put a total of 18 points on the board-it was simply not enough. LSU 
bombed Duke for 22 points in the second quarter to take a 28-6 halftime lead and 
went on to a 50-18 victory. 

When the UPI poll came out the following week, LSU was a unanimous No. 1 
selection, a position it would not relinquish until it sustained a bitter 14-13 defeat at 
the hands of Tennessee in week eight of the 1959 season. 

One week later, LSU traveled to Jackson, Miss., for a game against Mississippi 
State. It was a game in which 8-0 LSU could lose everything and the 3-4 Bulldogs 
could lose nothing. On a muddy field and with the Tigers tense, Mississippi State took 
a 6-0 halftime lead and made it hold up until LSU faced a fourth and goal situation at 
State’s 5-yard-line in the third quarter. With a possible national championship on the 
line, Rabb rolled left and found Billy Hendrix in the end zone to tie the game. Davis’ 
extra point put LSU ahead 7-6 and allowed the Tigers to escape Jackson 9-0. 

With one game against ancient rival Tulane separating LSU from its first 
recognized national championship (in those days, the wire services awarded their 
national championship trophies before the bowl games), some wondered how the 
Tigers would approach the 3-6 Green Wave, but a quote from Tulane halfback 
Claude “Boo” Mason took care of that. After losing to Vanderbilt, Mason told a 
reporter, “We'll beat LSU because they'll choke.” 

Whether the Tigers would choke was subject to debate at halftime, as LSU led 
only 6-0 before a then Southeastern Conference record crowd of 83,221 in Sugar 
Bowl Stadium. However, LSU took command in the second half, taking full 
advantage of Green Wave mistakes en route to a 35-point fourth quarter and a 62-0 
thrashing of Tulane, the most lopsided score in the history of the series. Incredibly, 
LSU would defeat the Greenies by the same score in 1961 and 1965. 

With a 10-0 record and national championship in hand, LSU accepted an invitation to 
take on the Tigers of Clemson, in the 25th annual Sugar Bow! Classic on New Year's Day, 
1959. Once again, LSU found an opponent with little to lose but much recognition to gain 
in 8-2 Clemson, as Frank Howard's troops tried to deny LSU its first perfect season in 50 
years. 

After fighting off a series of bad breaks, including a fractured hand by Rabb in the first 
quarter, LSU got a break of its own when Chinese Bandit Duane Leopard recovered a 
fumbled punt attempt on the Clemson 11. On third and eight at the 9, Billy Cannon took a 
handoff from Matherne and hit Mickey Mangham with a touchdown pass on the halfback 
option for the game's only score. 

The following season, a more experienced LSU team demonstrated how 
difficult it was to repeat as a national champion, going 9-1 during the regular season. 
Only the loss to Tennessee separated LSU from the school’s second straight title.

A veterinary scholar, Dr. Jenkins has held virtually every major administrative position at 
LSU, including provost and chancellor, since coming to the university as Dean of the LSU 
School of Veterinary Medicine in 1988. 

Jenkins’ tenure as System President has been marked by unprecedented growth as well 
as challenges, including destruction of LSU institutions in New Orleans in the aftermath of 
hurricanes in the fall of 2005. Although faced with a fiscal crisis and deep budget cuts that 
disrupted academic programs and forced the furloughs of thousands of LSU employees, 
Jenkins pressed for calm and reflective responses to the calamities by university and state 
education officials, actions that led to the rapid re-opening of the university system’s urban 
research campus and its health care professional schools in New Orleans. 

A South African native, Dr. Jenkins received his veterinary medicine degree from the 
University of Pretoria in 1958. He practiced veterinary medicine for four years before joining 
the faculty at the University of Pretoria, advancing through the ranks to become professor 
and head of the Department of Veterinary Physiology, Pharmacology and Toxicology. He 
obtained specialist credentials in 1968 and in 1970 received a Ph.D. from the University of 
Missouri in Columbia. 

In 1978, Dr. Jenkins became a member of the faculty in the Department of Veterinary 
Physiology and Pharmacology at Texas A&M University. He was appointed dean of the LSU 
School of Veterinary Medicine in 1988 and was named LSU's provost and vice chancellor 
for academic affairs in September 1993. Three years later in 1996, the LSU Board of 
Supervisors named him LSU's fifth Chancellor. As chancellor, Dr. Jenkins led the strategic 
reorganization of the main campus administration to make it more efficient and responsive, 
efforts that were major factors in the later crafting of LSU’s Flagship Agenda. 

As a teacher and administrator, Dr. Jenkins has received numerous teaching and public 
service awards. In 1997, he was named Communicator of the Year by the Public Relations

Association of Louisiana, and a Distinguished Alumnus by the University of Missouri. The 
regional chapter of Toastmasters International presented him with its 1999 Communication 
and Leadership Award. 

Other honors include the Vision of Excellence Award 2000 by the New Orleans Regional 
Chamber of Commerce and the New Orleans Chapter of MetroVision. In addition, his alma 
mater, the University of Pretoria, bestowed an Honorary Doctorate on Dr. Jenkins in 
September of 2000. He also was presented with the Volunteer of the Year Award by the 
Southern Economic Development Conference in 2004. 

An active participant in national continuing education efforts, Dr. Jenkins has delivered 
more than 200 lectures and addresses to diverse groups in both the United States and 
abroad. The co-author of a textbook on veterinary pharmacology, Dr. Jenkins also has 
taught extensively at both the professional and graduate levels, written more than 60 
scientific articles and contributed 15 chapters to various collegiate textbooks. 

Dr. Jenkins has been active in numerous professional and civic organizations as well as 
select national committees. He served on the National Institute of Health's Alcohol Abuse 
and Misuse on College Campuses Committee and on a special Steering Committee of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Schools that reviewed accreditation criteria for 
colleges and universities. Dr. Jenkins was also a member of the National Association of 
State Universities and Land Grant Colleges’ Committee on Food and Society and is a 
member of the Governor's Advisory Commission on Coastal Restoration and Conservation. 

In addition, he serves on a number of public boards such as the Louisiana Endowment 
for the Humanities, The Nature Conservancy of Louisiana, Teach for America South 
Louisiana, and the Greater Baton Rouge Chamber of Commerce. 

Dr. Jenkins and his wife, Peggy, have four children---Sharon, Gwynn, Anthea, and 
Warren---and nine grandchildren.

Chancellor O'Keefe earned his Bachelor of Arts from Loyola 
University in New Orleans in 1977 and his Master of Public

He served on four separate occasions as a presidential appointee.

Dydia DeLyser, an associate professor in the Department 
of Geography and Anthropology, begins her first year as LSU’s 
Faculty Athletics Representative. 

DeLyser, a native of Santa Monica, Calif., received a 
bachelor’s degree in 1992 from UCLA and earned her 
master’s and doctoral degrees from Syracuse University. 

DeLyser arrived at LSU in August 1998 as an instructor 
before becoming an assistant professor one year later. She 
was designated as an associate professor in August 2005. 

In terms of her research, DeLyser is a cultural-historical 
geographer. Her work has been both ethnographic and 
historical, and most of it has been about how landscapes help 
make the past meaningful in the present. 

Most of her published research has focused on two 
different studies. One was a many-year ethnographic study of 
a ghost town in California where she examined how images 
and ideas about the American mythic West became 
meaningful to the tourists who visited the town. The second 


was as historical study that examined a 19th century novel and 
how it changed the way people understood (and still 
understand) southern California’s past. 

Her current research concerns early women aviators and 
how they used their practices of flying to advance feminism in 
the post-suffrage era. 

DeLyser teaches graduate courses in cultural geography, 
qualitative research, and academic and professional writing. 
She also teaches undergraduate courses in cultural, feminist, 
and urban geography, and an introductory world-regional 
geography course. 

DeLyser is a first-generation American - her parents were 
Dutch immigrants - and English is actually her second 
language. She also has language abilities in Russian and 
Spanish. 

DeLyser’s hobbies include driving/riding antique cars and 
motorcycles. She is also a licensed pilot and co-owns a 
Citabria, which is a two-seat aerobatic airplane.

A Louisiana Legend and one of the greatest college baseball 
coaches of all time, J. Stanley “Skip” Bertman has made the 
seamless transition into the athletics director’s chair with the same 
enthusiasm, vision and demand for excellence that were 
trademarks of his stellar coaching career. 

The 2007-08 season will mark Bertman’s final year as LSU athletics director. After 
his tenure ends on June 30, 2008, he will remain at LSU as athletics director emeritus 
through 2010, working as a vital fund-raiser for the university. 

In six years as LSU’s director of athletics, Bertman has added to his impressive list 
of on-the-field achievements. Under his direction, LSU has enjoyed arguably the 
greatest athletics seasons in the history of the institution. 

The 2006-07 season saw 12 LSU teams finish among the nation’s top 25, 
including a No. 3 final ranking for the football team and a fourth consecutive Final Four 
appearance by the women’s basketball squad. The LSU men’s and women’s track and 
field teams each finished No. 2 in the nation. 

In 2005-06, LSU joined North Carolina (1997-98) as the only schools to have their 
football, men’s basketball and women’s basketball teams all finish in the nation’s Top 5. 
LSU in 2005-06 also became the first school in SEC history to win outright league 
championships in men’s and women’s basketball in the same season. 

In 2004-05, 14 LSU teams advanced to the post-season, and in 2003-04, three 
teams won national championships, nine teams finished in the nation’s top ten, and 
fourteen teams ranked in the top 25. 

Under Bertman’s direction, LSU teams have also recorded improved grade point 
averages across the board, making the student-athlete experience a success on and off 
the fields of competition. 

While supervising the Tigers’ progress on the playing fields, he has implemented 
measures necessary to realize his vision of building the LSU athletics department into 
the best in the country. Bertman’s bold and innovative plans promise to keep the Tigers 
among the nation’s elite in all phases of collegiate athletics. 

Bertman is now in the midst of upgrading LSU’s athletics complex, as he took the 
bold but essential move to implement a seat contribution program in Tiger Stadium to 
fund facility improvements and ensure the financial stability of the LSU Athletics 
Department for the next decade. 

Working hand in hand with the Tiger Athletic Foundation, Bertman has already 
overseen the completion of the Cox Communications Academic Center for Student- 
Athletes, the renovation of Tiger Stadium and the Pete Maravich Assembly Center, and 
the construction of the Football Operations Center. 

In addition, state-of-the-art baseball and softball stadiums are scheduled to be 
constructed by the fall of 2008, and a basketball practice facility will be in place by 
2009. 

Bertman was named LSU's athletics director on January 19, 2001. With Bertman, 
LSU gained an athletics director who provides the leadership and experience necessary 
to manage the Tigers’ budget of over $50 million. 

Bertman guided LSU to five NCAA baseball titles during his 18-year coaching 
tenure (1984-2001), and his teams drew huge crowds to venerable Alex Box Stadium, 
as the Tigers led the nation in attendance in each of his final six seasons. 

He also served as head coach of the 1996 U.S. Olympic team which captured the 
bronze medal in Atlanta. 

Bertman continues to be honored for his remarkable coaching tenure, as he was 
inducted in June, 2006 into the new College Baseball Hall of Fame as part of the hall’s 
inaugural class. He has also been induced into the Louisiana Sports Hall of Fame and 
the American Baseball Coaches Association Hall of Fame. 

In a Baseball America poll published in 1999, Bertman was voted the second 
greatest college baseball coach of the 20th century, trailing only Rod Dedeaux of 
Southern California. Bertman, Dedeaux and Augie Garrido of Texas are the only 
coaches to win five CWS titles. 

Bertman had previously earned recognition as one of the nation's brightest 
assistant coaches while at the University of Miami (Fla.) for eight seasons (1976-83). 
Before working at Miami, Bertman was renowned for his coaching excellence. In 11 
seasons at Miami Beach High School, he directed the Hi-Tides to a state championship 
and two runners-up finishes and he was named Florida's Coach of the Year on three 
occasions. 

In 1975, Bertman coached at Miami-Dade Downtown, leaving after one season to 
join legendary head coach Ron Fraser at Miami. The move was a homecoming of sorts, 
as Bertman spent his collegiate playing days with the Hurricanes as an outfielder and 
catcher from 1958-60. He earned his B.A. in health and physical education from Miami 
in 1961 and received his master’s degree from UM in 1964. 

Bertman and his wife Sandy are the parents of four daughters - Jan, Jodi, Lisa 
and Lori. The Bertmans have four grandchildren - Sophie Faith and Isaac Stanley, the 
children of Emile and Lori Bertman Guirard; and Samuel Aaron and Ezra Michael, the 
sons of Drew and Lisa Bertman Pate.

A former LSU football standout, Verge Ausberry 
joined the LSU Athletics Department administrative 
staff in August 2001 as an Associate Athletics Director 
for Operations.

Before joining the LSU athletic administration, he 
was very closely involved in the athletic program, first 
serving for almost seven years as a member of LSU's 
ighly regarded Academic Center for Athletes where he 
worked with many of the student-athletes, primarily 
dealing with LSU's football squad. 

After leaving the Academic Center, he moved in 
July 1999 to the Tiger Athletic Foundation staff as part 
of LSU's fund-raising arm prior to joining the 
department. 

Ausberry received his Bachelor of Science degree 
in education in May of 1990, his Master of Education 
degree in administration, supervision and certification 
in child welfare in May of 1992 and his specialist in 
higher education administration in 2004.

Judy Southard, who had very successful careers

Southard came to LSU from Texas Woman's 
University, where she served as the school's Director of 
Athletics for nine years. 

As LSU's Senior Woman Administrator, Southard's 
responsibilities include oversight of the highly 
successful Tiger Olympic Sports program including 17 
men's and women's sports.

At Marshall, 
Southard was named Southern Conference Coach of 
the Year three times and her career record of 178-130 
still stands as a school record for women's basketball 
victories. Southard also served as Assistant Athletics 
Director/SWA at Marshall from 1983-88, including a 
four-month period when she was interim director. She 
was recognized in the fall of 2006 as an inductee in the 
Marshall Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Before going to Marshall, Southard spent three 
years as head coach at Tennessee-Martin and she also 
served for one season as an assistant coach at

The press area in the LSU Press Box is located on the third level 
on the west side of Tiger Stadium. The entrance to the Tiger 
Stadium press box is through the press elevator, located near 
Gate 5 on the southwest side of Tiger Stadium. The elevator will 
be in operation three hours prior to kickoff. Media Will Call is 
located at the south corner of the west side stands closest to 
the Athletics Administration Building. 


Radio/Television/Coaches 


Located on the main press level, there is a primary live 
television broadcast booth and a booth available for tape-delay 
telecasts. This level also accommodates booths for both home 
and visiting radio crews and LSU and visiting coaches' booths. 
Only those with appropriate passes will be admitted to these 
booths. 


Photo Deck 


This level offers space for network TV cameras and coaches’ 
film crews. Due to lack of space on the photo deck, no video 
cameras will be allowed on the photo deck other than the 
originating network cameras, home and visitor coaches’ video 
and scoreboard video cameras. 


Working Press Area 


This area is for media on deadline work requirements and will 
have a special pass to access the area. 


Sidelines 


LSU follows NCAA and SEC rules regarding media 
representatives on the sidelines. 


¢ Armbands must be worn on the arm -- not on the leg or 
camera -- in order to gain access to the field. 


¢ All photographers/videographers on the sideline must be 
there in a working capacity with equipment. 


¢ Photographers are not permitted to shoot between the 25- 
yard lines and must wear armbands at all times. 


¢ All photographers/videographers on the sideline must kneel 
while play is in progress. 


¢ No credentials will be issued to freelance photographers, 
cutline writers, equipment carriers or radio station 
representatives, except for the two teams’ broadcast 
originating networks. 


¢ Armbands will not be mailed or otherwise issued prior to 
gameday. Armbands must be picked up at the press elevator 
no earlier than two hours before kickoff. 


© Only one armband will be issued per person at the press gate 
and identification will be requested. 


¢ Affilate TV stations are not allowed the services of a grip and 
armbands will not be provided for them. 


Due to space restrictions, those media wearing armbands will 
not have access to the press box at any time without other 
proper credentials. A box lunch will be served at ground level 
for photographers. 


© No one under 18 years of age will be issued an armband for 
sideline access without prior approval of the SID. 


Photographers or videographers are considered working 
members of the media and they are to refrain from cheering or 
talking to players, coaches or officials. 


¢ Photographers should contact Steve Franz, LSU Coordinator 
of Photography, for further information at (225) 578-4193. 


Photographers may send photos from the LSU Photo Room 
located in the southwest corner of Tiger Stadium.

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Press Box Services 


Complete individual and team statistics, running play-by-play, 
postgame coaches’ quotes and game facts will be distributed to 
members of the working media. 


¢ Press kits are provided 30 minutes prior to kickoff, or earlier 
upon request. Press kits include program, flip card, updated 
statistics for each team, conference statistics and gameday 
notes. 


¢ A pregame meal will be served beginning 90 minutes before 
kickoff. Soft drinks will be available throughout the game. 


Parking 


Media parking is located in lots nearby Tiger Stadium. Because 
of limited space, requests for parking should be made with 
credential requests. It should not be assumed that parking 
passes will be provided with all media credentials. 


Phones 


There are a limited number of telephones available in the press 
box, therefore writers on a deadline are encouraged to order 
phone lines from BellSouth in Baton Rouge (1-800-238-5501). 
When ordering phone lines for the press box, the physical 
address for Tiger Stadium is 3800 Highland Road, Baton 
Rouge, LA 70803. Additional phones that allow for 1-800 or 
collect calls will also be situated throughout the press box. They 
are available on a first-come, first-serve basis. 


Wireless/Ethernet Internet 


Wireless internet is available in the Tiger Stadium Press Box. In 
addition, a limited number of Ethernet lines are also available. 


Pro Scouts 


Due to severe space limitations, scouts of professional football 
teams are not issued press credentials. Tickets will be made 
available to pro scouts at regular price. Tickets should be 
requested two weeks prior to the date of the game to guarantee 
availability and should be requested through LSU Sports 
Information Administrative Secretary Pat Fredericks at (225) 
578-8226. 


Satellite Trucks 


Any outlet using a satellite truck must request satellite truck 
access and must have a truck in place at least five hours prior 
to kickoff (example: 2 p.m. for a 7 p.m. kickoff). Any satellite 
truck arriving less than five hours prior to kickoff may be denied 
access to the stadium. Requests for parking area for satellite 
trucks must be made by noon Wednesday prior to Saturday 
games and must be confirmed through Director of Television 
Kevin Wagner. No other vehicles will be allowed to park with 
the satellite truck and all credentials for personnel must be 
included in the online request.
